Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933 

The  following  notice,  dated  December  30,  1935,  has  been 
received  from  the  Home  Office  :  — 

The  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Home  Department  desires  to 
draw  the  attention  of  the  public  to  the  issue,  under  the  Phar- 
macy and  Poisons  Act,  1933,  of  the  Poisons  List  and  Poisons 
Rules  which  will  come  into  force  on  May  1  next.  As  from  that 
date  the  main  provisions  of  the  Act  relating  to  the  sale,  dis- 
tribution, etc.,  of  poisons  come  into  operation  and  the  various 
existing  statutory  provisions  and  regulations  on  the  subject 
will  be  repealed. 

The  Poisons  List  is  divided  into  two  Parts.  In  Part  I  are 
those  substances  the  sale  of  which  is  to  be  restricted  to 
authorised  sellers  of  poisons  (i.e.,  registered  pharmacists).  In 
Part  II  are  those  substances  which  may  be  sold  only  by  regis- 
tered pharmacists  and  persons  registered  in  accordance  with 
the  Act  with  the  local  authorities  for  the  purpose.  The  latter 
Part  includes  various  poisons  commonly  used  for  agricultural, 
horticultural,  sanitary  and  domestic  purposes. 

Broadly,  the  Poisons  Rules  codify  the  existing  requirements, 
and  impose  certain  additional  restrictions,  including,  notably, 
regulation  of  the  transport  of  poisons,  prohibition  of  the  sale  to 
the  public  of  certain  potent  medicinal  poisons  except  upon  a 
prescription  given  by  a  qualified  medical,  dental  or  veterinary 
practitioner,  and  prohibition  of  the  sale  of  strychnine  except 
for  medicinal  purposes. 

Copies  of  the  Poisons  List,  the  Poisons  Rules  and  the  form 
prescribed  for  application  to  be  made  to  the  local  authority 
for  registration  for  the  sale  of  the  substances  in  Part  II  of  the 
Poisons  List,  have  been  placed  on  sale  and  may  be  purchased 
from  H.M.  Stationery  Office  or  through  any  bookseller. 

[The  Poisons  Rules,  with  Schedules,  cost  8d.,  and  the 
Poisons  List  Confirmation  Order,  with  List,  costs  id.]

Import  Duties  Committee  Notice 

The  Import  Duties  Advisory  Committee  give  notice  of  appli- 
cations for  increases  in  the  import  duties  on  di-sodium  and  tri- 
sodium  phosphates. 

Any  representations  which  interested  parties  may  desire  to 
make  in  regard  to  these  commodities  should  be  addressed  in 
writing  to  the  Secretary,  Import  Duties  Advisory  Committee, 
Caxton  House  (West  Block),  Tothill  Street,  Westminster, 
London,  S.W.i,  not  later  than  January  23,  1936. 

Foreign  Exchange  Restrictions 

The  Department  of  Overseas  Trade,  35  Old  Queen  Street, 
London,  S.W.i,  has  issued  a  pamphlet  indicating  the  extent 
to  which  prompt  payment  by  foreign  importers  of  current 
trade   debts    is  at   present  prevented   by   foreign  exchange 
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controls.  An  outline  of  the  position  in  respect  of  thirty-seven 
foreign  countries  is  given.  Copies  of  the  pamphlet  may  be 
obtained  upon  application  to  the  Department. 

London 

Miss  Winifred  Aspin,  who  had  been  studying  for  the  Quali- 
fying examination  after  training  in  the  pharmacy  of  Mr.  John 
Hoyle,  Accrington,  was  knocked  down  recently  by  a  motor 
vehicle  and  fatally  injured.    Miss  Aspin  lived  in  Blackburn. 

At  Old  Street  Police  Court,  on  December  27,  Norman  H. 
Davis  (24),  insurance  agent,  Goodmayes,  was  placed  on  pro- 
bation for  twelve  months  on  charges  of  offering  to  supply 
cocaine  and  being  in  possession  of  Indian  hemp  and  prepared 
opium. 

In  the  King's  Bench  division  of  the  High  Court,  recently, 
Mr.  Justice  Macnaghten  gave  judgment  for  the  defendants  in 
the  agreed  sum  of  ^25  on  their  counterclaim,  with  costs,  in  a 
case  in  which  Betterwear  Products,  Ltd.,  brush  manufacturers, 
Romford,  sued  Poth,  Hille  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  wax  refiners,  Lloyd's 
Avenue,  E.C.3,  to  recover  damages  for  alleged  breach  of 
contract.  The  plaintiffs  stated  that  a  consignment  of  wax 
received  from  the  defendants  differed  from  those  previouslv 
supplied  and  that  some  polish  was  spoiled  in  consequence. 
His  lordship  found  that  there  was  no  difference  between  this 
wax  and  previous  consignments. 

The  St.  Pancras  coroner  concluded,  on  December  27,  an 
inquiry  concerning  the  death  of  Mr.  Arthur  D.  Pestell,  Stanley- 
Gardens,  Willesden,  N.W.,  who  died  in  hospital.  Sir  Bernard 
Spilsbury  stated  that  in  his  opinion  death  was  due  to  novalgin. 
The  widow  said  that  they  had  about  ninety-one  of  the  tablets 
between  them,  her  husband  taking  fifty  or  sixty.  Thev  bought 
them  at  a.  chemist's,  and  she  did  not  mention  it  to  the  doctor, 
as  she  did  not  think  the  drug  had  anything  to  do  with  her 
husband's  condition.  The  coroner  said  that  this  case,  following 
deaths  stated  to  be  due  to  pyramidon,  was  of  interest  because 
pyramidon  had  a  complicated  chemical  structure  and  so  had 
novalgin.    Part  of  this  structure  was  common  to  both. 

Miscellaneous 

Price  cutting  resolution. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Peter- 
borough and  District  Pharmaceutical  Association  held  recently, 
it  was  carried  unanimously  that  a  letter  be  sent  to  the  C.  &■  D. 
calling  the  attention  of  other  branches  and  associations  to  the 
inadequate  profit  given  on  Liqufruita,  Nurse  Harvey's  Mix- 
ture, Edwards  Harlene,  and  Valentine's  Meat  Juice,  the  last 
three  of  which  are  being  sold  at  cut  prices,  and  suggesting 
that  all  branches  and  associations  should  unite  in  an  endeavour 
to  have  these  lines  placed  on  the  P.A.T.A.  list. 

Christmas  party. — The  annual  Christmas  partv  of  Thomes 
Waide  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  Kirkstall  Hill,  Leeds,  was  held  at  the 
Scala  Ballroom,  Leeds,  on  December  27,  when  the  directors  en- 
tertained about  375  employees.  Mr.  Edward  H.  Waide,  who 
welcomed  the  guests,  mentioned  that  the  firm  had  had  another 
record  year.  Mr.  George  Ould,  in  thanking  the  directors,  said 
that  the  secret  of  their  success  was  in  the  cheerful  enthusiasm 
displayed  by  every  worker.

Irish  Notes 

Irish  Drug  Association 

Mr.  T.  C.  Scott  (president)  was  in  the  chair  at  the  fortnightly- 
meeting  of  the  Committee  of  the  Irish  Drug  Association  held  on 
December  30,  when  there  was  a  full  attendance.  Several  com- 
plaints was  received  from  retail  chemists  regarding  a  case  of 
price  cutting.  The  Committee  decided  to  take  up  the  matter 
at  once.  In  response  to  the  Committee's  request  the  local 
associations  sent  their  views  on  the  question  of  whether  the 
prices  of  bulk  drugs  should  be  included  in  the  current  Price 
List.  The  Committee  will  give  a  ruling  later.  A  deputation 
was  appointed  to  meet  representatives  of  the  wholesale  section 
of  the  drug  trade,  to  confer  jointly  on  matters  arising  out  of 
the  Association's  policy,  so  far  as  they-  affect  the  wholesale 
trade.  It  was  unanimously  agreed  that  a  special  meeting  of 
members  of  the  Association  be  held  on  January  9  (the  date  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Diamond  Jubilee  banquet)  at 
Jury's  Hotel,  Dublin,  at  3  p.m.  to  consider  the  demands  put 
forward  by  the  Irish  Distributive  Workers'  Union  on  behalf  of 
chemists'  assistants.  Correspondence  was  read  from  the  Pro- 
prietary Articles  Trade  Association  in  reply  to  the  I.D.A.'s 
request  that  the  P.A.T.A.  should  appoint  a  permanent  Free 
State  representative  on  its  Council.  The  reply  stated  that  the 
matter  would  be  considered. 

Brevities 

Christmas  trade  among  pharmacists  in  Northern  Ireland 
showed  considerable  improvement  over  previous  years.

Hardy,  Ph.C,  Belfast,  past -president  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Northern  Ireland. 

Mr.  B.  P.  Hickey,  M.C.P.S.I.,  Rush,  secured  one  of  the 
prizes  in  the  Irish  setter  class  at  the  Dublin  Dog  Show,  on 
December  26,  with  his  "  Fingal  Peggy."  Mr.  T.  W.  Corcoran. 
M.P.S.I.,  North  Strand,  Dublin,  secured  several  awards  in  the 
Irish  wolfhound  classes. 

A  circular  (M.B.X.  10)  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Labour  for 
Northern  Ireland  states  that,  on  and  from  January-  1,  insurance 
prescriptions  for  insulin  should  not  specify  any  particular  brand 
but  should  order  "insulin,  B.P.,"  and  indicate  the  total 
number  of  units  and  the  strength  required.  It  should  be  noted 
that  the  profit  allowed  on  insulin  on  any  one  prescription  must 
not  exceed  2s.  6d.  phis  the  usual  dispensing  fee  of  5d.  (not  as 
printed  in  the  C.  &  D.  Diary  and  Year-Book,  1936). 

Several  pharmaceutical  chemists  in  Northern  Ireland  are 
affected  by  the  enforcement  of  the  Summary  Jurisdiction  Act 
which  came  into  force  on  January  1 .  This  Act  deprives 
justices  of  the  peace  of  their  judicial  functions,  which  will  in 
future  be  discharged  solely  by  stipendiaries.  Pharmacist  J.P.s 
include  Messrs.  A.  C.  McBride  (Armagh),  J.  E.  Connor 
(Newry),  S.  S.  Badger  (Magherafelt),  J.  F.  Grimes  (Pomeroy),

Gibson  (Belfast).  R.  F.  McCartney  (Coleraine),  H.  Todd 
(Belfast),  and  R.  Hastings  (Newcastle). 

In  addition  to  the  acceptances  already  published,  those  who 
have  intimated  their  intention  to  be  present  at  the  forthcoming 
Diamond  Jubilee  dinner  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Ireland  include  the  president  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Northern  Ireland  and  Mrs.  Taylor,  the  president  of  the  Royal 
College  of  Physicians  (Dr.  Matson),  the  secretary  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Local  Government  and  Public  Health,  and  the  Rev. 
Fr.  Devane,  S.J.  A  special  meeting  of  the  Irish  Drug  Associa- 
tion is  being  held  on  January-  9,  and  it  will  thus  be  possible 
for  chemists  from  the  Provinces  to  cover  both  engagements  on 
one  trip.  Inquiries  which  have  reached  the  dinner  committee 
indicate  that  many  pharmacists  in  the  country  are  under  the 
misapprehension  that  the  dinner  is  confined  to  members  of  the 
profession.  Pharmacists  are  cordially  invited  to  bring  their 
wives  or  other  ladies  and  to  make  up  parties. 
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Scottish  Notes 

General  Council  of  Panel  Chemists  (Scotland) 

A  meeting  of  the  General  Council  of  Panel  Chemists  (Scotland) 
was  held  at  36  York  Place,  Edinburgh,  recently,  Mr. 
J.  B.  McVitae  in  the  chair.  Mr.  J.  B.  McVitae  and  Mr. 
F.  W.  M.  Bennett  were  unanimously  re-elected  Chairman  and 
V ice-Chairman  respectively.  The  following  were  elected  mem- 
bers of  the  Pharmaceutical  Standing  Committee  (Scotland):  — 
Messrs.  H.  P.  Arthur,  H.  Spence  Culbert,  David  Harley,  W.  F. 
Hay,  S.  McConnell,  Martin  Meldrum,  J.  R.  Milne,  J.  B. 
Mitchell,  Peter  Nisbet,  A.  W.  Ritchie,  Charles  Stewart.  These, 
with  the  chairman  and  vice-chairman,  Messrs.  G.  McY.  Aber- 
cromby  and  John  Boyd  (representatives  of  bodies  corporate), 
and  Mr.  W.  Spence  Culbert  (North  British  Branch  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society),  ex-ofjicio,  constitute  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Standing  Committee  (Scotland).  The  financial  statement, 
which  showed  a  favourable  balance,  was  approved. 

Suggestions  were  considered  for  dealing  with  difficulties  aris- 
ing from  the  requirement  that  appliances  in  sealed  packages 
must  conform  to  a  definite  standard,  the  chemist  not  having 
access  to  or  means  of  checking  the  appliances.  It  was  explained 
that  there  had  been  an  appeal  case  on  the  point  (C.  &  D., 
December  28,  p.  749).  The  latest  report  from  the  Manchester 
Testing  House  indicated  a  gradual  but  substantial  improvement 
in  the  results  of  tests.  In  1928,  when  the  scheme  began, 
15.2  per  cent,  of  samples  had  been  found  deficient  in  quality 
and  7.1  per  cent,  deficient  in  quantity,  whereas  in  1934  only 
3.4  per  cent,  deficiency  in  quality  and  2.5  per  cent,  in  quan- 
tity were  found.  Certain  unpleasant  elements  connected  with 
the  prescription-testing  scheme  were  considered.  The  Pharma- 
ceutical Standing  Committee  (Scotland)  was  authorised  to  con- 
sult the  Department  of  Health  in  order  to  devise  some  adminis- 
trative method  acceptable  to  the  Department  and  also  to  panel 
chemists.  Various  suggestions  for  improving  the  conditions  of 
the  drug  tariff  and  terms  of  service  were  discussed,  and  the 
following  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted: — "That  this 
meeting  of  the  General  Council  of  Panel  Chemists  (Scotland) 
agrees  to  accept  the  recommendation  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Standing  Committee  (Scotland)  that  the  terms  of  service  for 
1936  be  the  same  as  for  1935  :  further,  instructs  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Standing  Committee  (Scotland)  to  make  an  inquiry 
with  a  view  to  preparing  a  stated  case  for  terms  more  in 
keeping  with  modern  conditions."

The  objection  is  that  the  rank  and  file 
axe  practically  unrepresented  at  such  a  gathering,  and  a  sort 
of  false  impression  is  created  that  we  are  all  in  a  state  of  great- 
prosperity,  complaints  to  the  contrary  being  regarded  as  mere 
amusing  bluff.  Whether  the  good  or  the  evil  effect  prepon- 
derates on  balance  it  would  be  difficult  to  say."

I  Always  Expect 

the  arrival  of  the  C.  &  D.  Diary  with  feelings  of 
pleasure.  My  copy  for  1936  has  just  been  delivered,  and  I 
have  at  once  begun  to  study  it.  The  literary  contents  are, 
as  usual,  very  varied,  and  the  information  given  on  the  many 
subjects  should  go  a  long  way  to  keep  the  pharmacist  posted  up 
in  the  commercial  side  of  his  calling.  The  short  article  entitled 
"  The  Chemist  and  His  Assistant  "  (p.  281)  is  valuable  to  all 
pharmacists  who  employ  assistants  and  to  all  assistants  who 
arc  thus  employed,  giving  as  it  does  condensed  information  re- 
lating to  the  terms  and  conditions  of  such  service,  with  certain 
legal  decisions  upon  the  customs  of  the  trade.  "  Converting 
a  One-man  Business  into  a  Limited  Company  "  is  the  title  of 
another  article  which  gives  clearly  and  concisely  just  the  details 
required  for  those  who  are  thinking  of  trading  along  company 
lines.  I  venture  to  think  that  the  gem  of  the  collection  is  the 
Pharmacist's  Poisons  List  and  Poisons  Code  Synopsis,"  which 
may  be  regarded  as  fulfilling  the  requirements  of  a  trade 
V  Inquire  Within  "  upon  the  new  poisons  laws  in  general  and 
their  relation  to  poisons,  old  and  new.  A  study  of  the  extended 
list  of  poisons  (pp.  266  to  279)  with  the  matter  preceding  it  will 
surely  relieve  the  mind  of  many  an  anxious  "  authorised  seller 


of  poisons  "  w  ho  may  have  been  wandering  in  the  intricate  and 
confusing  by-ways  of  the  published  Poisons  List  and  Ruii  s. 

I  Agree 

with  much  that  the  writer  of  the  article  on  "  We  are  Pro- 
gressing "  (C.  e-  D.,  December  28,  p.  761)  says,  although  I 
cannot  go  all  the  way  with  him.  Improved  methods  of  window 
dressing,  and  the  articles  on  this  subject  in  the  C.  &  D.,  have 
greatly  assisted  along  these  lines  and  have  my  cordial  approval. 
I  am  not  sure,  however,  whether  I  can  endorse  all  the  writer's 
remarks  regarding  the  packing  of  one's  own  proprietaries.  This 
resolves  itself  into  a  question  of  whether  a  pharmacist  has  the 
time  in  these  days  to  do  the  work.  I  admit  that  the  labelling 
of  mass-produced  packed  drugs  is  often  not  all  that  can  be  de- 
sired ;  this  is  usually  evidenced  by  the  careless  way  in  which 
the  name  and  address  is  printed  in  the  space  left  for  this 
purpose.  A  label  specially  designed  for  the  pharmacist  always 
looks  better  and  suggests  the  personal  touch.  The  paper  cap 
I  like,  too,  although  I  suggest  that  the  viscose  cap  may  serve 
as  an  airtight  seal  which  the  pleated  cap  cannot  be  expected  to 
do.  But  has  the  pharmacist  the  time  to  do  this  work  in  tht-ST 
days — and  if  he  has,  can  he  not  occupy  it  to  better  puri">-T 
than  in  putting  up  stock? 
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Legal  Reports 

Overtime. — At  Croydon  Police  Court,  on  December  28, 
Bourjois,  Ltd.,  Queen's  Way,  Waddon,  were  summoned  for 
having  employed  ten  girls  beyond  the  legal  time.  Mr.  Percy 
Holt,  solicitor,  pleaded  "  Guilty  "  on  behalf  of  the  defendants. 
Mr.  C.  N.  Pye,  inspector  of  factories,  explained  that  under  the 
Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  190 1,  no  woman  or  young  person 
could  be  employed  in  a  factory  after  4  o'clock  on  a  Saturday 
afternoon.  There  were  certain  exceptions  to  this  rule,  but  none 
applied  in  the  present  cases.  On  October  26  three  girls  were 
each  employed  for  one  hour  beyond  4  o'clock,  and  on  Novem- 
ber 9  seven  other  girls  were  so  employed.  One  of  the  girls  gave 
evidence  of  working  on  October  26  till  5  p.m.  Mr.  Holt:  You 
are  not  compelled  to  work  overtime? — No,  sir.  Mr.  Holt,  in 
mitigation,  put  in  an  album  of  photographs  showing  the 
spacious  conditions  of  work  in  the  factory,  and  the  recreative 
and  other  arrangements  for  the  welfare  of  the  employees.  Their 
surroundings  were  made  as  healthful  as  possible.  All  were  paid 
for  a  forty-eight  hour  week,  though  normally  they  worked  for 
forty-seven  hours.  No  money  was  stopped  for  illness,  which 
was  an  extraordinary  thing  at  a  factory  employing  500  per- 
sons. After  mentioning  other  facts,  Mr.  Holt  explained  that 
the  only  reason  for  working  the  extra  hour  was  that,  being  near 
Christmas,  there  had  been  a  great  rush  of  orders.  No  charge 
of  the  kind  had  ever  before  been  made  against  the  firm.  The 
wages  of  the  ten  girls  called  to  the  court  would  be  paid  for  the 
time  so  occupied.  The  chairman  said  that  the  Bench,  while 
entirely  sympathising  with  the  firm  on  the  facts  disclosed  by 
Mr.  Holt,  could  not  overlook  the  fact  that  the  law  had  been 
broken.  A  fine  of  10s.  on  each  of  ten  summonses  was  inflicted, 
with  £1  costs.

THE  Poisons  List  Confirmation  Order  (Statutory  Rules  and 
Orders,  1935,  No.  1238,  H.M.  Stationery  Office,  price  id.) 
is  made  by  the  Secretary  of  State  in  pursuance  of  Section 
17  (4)  of  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  193*3,  and  confirms  the 
list  of  substances  to  be  treated  as  poisons  for  the  purposes  of  the 
Act.

The  Schedules 
as  approved  are  given  on  pp.  8-12,  except  the  last  three  (which  are 
unchanged  and  concern  forms  of  list,  certificate,  and  form  of 
entry  in  poisons  register).  The  changes  from  the  draft  schedules 
are  summarised  below.

The  word  "  serious  "  added  before  inflammation  in  the 
cautionary  notice  for  hair-dyes. 

Potassium  hydroxide,  and  sodium  hydroxide,  and  articles 
containing  either  of  these  substances  replaces  "  Articles  con- 
taining potassium  hydroxide  and  sodium  hydroxide." 

Eighth  Schedule  :  Poisons  to  which  Rule  25  (Transport) 
applies.    The  list  is  unaltered. 

Ninth  Schedule  :  Form  of  application  is  to  be  made  to  the 
local  authority  by  a  person  desiring  his  name  to  be  entered  in 
the  register  kept  by  local  authorities  in  pursuance  of  Section  2 1 
of  the  Act. 

The  form  of  application  is  the  same  as  in  the  Seventh  Schedule 
to  the  draft  Rules.  The  appended  "  Note  "  is  extended  to  give 
a  summary  of  the  requirements  applying  to  all  listed  sellers 
(see  p.  11). 

Tenth  Schedule  :  Form  of  list  to  be  kept  by  local  authorities 
in  pursuance  of  Section  21  (1)  of  the  Act.  (Rule  30  (3)  ).

Eleventh  Schedule  :  Certificate  for  the  purchase  of  a  poison

Annotations  on  the  Poisons  Rules  as  finally  approved  by  the  Home  Secretary 


THE  Poisons  Rules,  1935,  dated  December  21,  1935,  made 
by  the  Secretary  of  State  in  pursuance  of  Section  23  of 
the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933.  have  now  been 
published  as  Statutory  Rules  and  Orders,  1935,  No.  1239 
(H.M.  Stationery  Office,  price  8d.).  The  various  alterations 
frcm  the  draft  rules  (see  C.  &■  D.,  1935,  I,  716)  are  sum- 
marised below,  each  numeral  being  the  number  of  the  specific 
Rule. 

1.  This  states  that  the  Poisons  Rules,  1935.  shall  operate  as 
from  May  1,  1936,  but  that  the  requirements  respecting 
the  labelling  of  poisons  and  in  regard  to  poisons  containers 
will  until  December  31,  1936,  be  deemed  to  be  complied 
with  by  the  corresponding  provisions  (if  any)  of  the  enact- 
ments mentioned  in  the  Third  Schedule  to  the  Act  (i.e.,  by 
existing  regulations). 

2.  This  Interpretation  Rule  is  substantially  unchanged  except 
for  the  omission  of  the  definition  of  "  Mercurial  poisons  " 
and  the  addition  of  three  new  paragraphs  as  follows  : — 

"  Medicine  for  the  internal  treatment  of  human  ailments 
includes  any  medicine  to  be  administered  by  hypo- 
dermic injection  but  does  not  include  any  mouth-wash, 
eye-drops,  eye-lotion,  ear-drops,  douche  or  similar 
article.  [This  is  a  reversal  of  the  previous  interpreta- 
tion regarding  mouth-washes,  etc.] 

"  Sale  exempted  by  Section  20  of  the  Act  "  means  a  sale 
made  in  such  circumstances  as  to  be  entitled,  except 
as  provided  by  these  Rules,  to  exemption  under 
Section  20  of  the  Act  from  the  foregoing  provisions 
of  Part  II  of  the  Act. 

"  Transaction  exempted  by  Section  19  of  the  Act  "  means 
the  supply  of  a  medicine  in  such  circumstances  as  to 
be  entitled  to  exemption  under  Section  19  of  the  Act 
from  the  provisions  of  Section  18  of  the  Act. 

3.  This  is  rearranged  as  follows  :  — 

It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  shopkeeper  to  sell  poisons 
on  any  premises  used  for  or  in  connection  with  his 
retail  business,  notwithstanding  that  the  sale  is 
exempted  by  Section  20  of  the  Act,  unless  he  complies 
with  the  provisions  of  paragraph  (a)  or  paragraph  (b), 
as  the  case  may  be,  of  Section  18  (1)  of  the  Act  (i.e., 
becomes  an  "  authorised  "  or  "  listed  "  seller  of 
poisons) . 

4.  The  provisions  of  the  said  paragraphs  (a)  and  (£>)  shall  not 
apply  with  respect  to  any  medicine  for  the  treatment  of 
animals  sold  by  a  person  carrying  on  a  business  comprising 
the  manufacture  of  medicines  for  the  treatment  of 
animals.  .  .  .  [The  registration  requirements  are  un- 
changed, but  the  omission  of  the  list  of  specific  poisons 
extends  the  exemption  to  any  poison^] 

5  This  is  amended  and  extended  as  follows  : — 

(1)  Subject  as  hereinafter  provided,  the  provisions  of 
paragraph  (c)  of  Section  18  (1)  of  the  Act  and  of  Rules 
16  to  21  hereof  (which  provisions  relate  to  the  labelling 
of  poisons)  shall  apply  to  sales  exempted  by  Section  20 
of  the  Act,  other  than  sales  of  poisons  to  be  exported 
to  purchasers  outside  the  United  Kingdom  ;  and 
shall  also  apply  to  the  supply  of  poisons  (otherwise 
than  on  sale)  in  like  manner  as  if  references  in  the  said 
provisions  to  the  sale  and  the  seller  of  poisons  included 
references  to  the  supply  and  the  supplier  of  poisons 
respectively. 

(2)  The  said  provisions,  except  the  provisions  of  Rule  20 
and  of  paragraph  (c)  (iv)  of  Section  18  (1)  of  the  Act 
as  modified  by  Rule  21,  shall  not  apply  to  the  sale  or 
supply  of  any  poisons  included  in  the  Second  Schedule 
to  these  Rules  to  a  person  who — 

(a)  carries  on  a  business  in  the  course  of  which 
poisons  are  regularly  sold  by  way  of  wholesale 
dealing  or  are  regularly  used  in  the  manufacture 
of  other  articles  ;  and 

(b)  requires  the  poison  for  the  purpose  of  that 
business ;   if  the  outside  of  the  package  in  which 


the  poison  is  sold  or  supplied  is  labelled  con- 
spicuously with  words  indicating  the  dangerous 
properties  of  the  poison.     [The  poisons  in  question 
are  essentially  industrial  poisons.] 
(3)  The  said  provisions  shall  not  apply  to  the  sale  or 
supply  of  poisons  to  be  consigned  to  purchasers  in 
Northern  Ireland  if  the  poisons  are  labelled  in  accord- 
ance with  the  corresponding  provisions  of  the  law  in 
force  in  Northern  Ireland  relating  to  the  labelling  of 
poisons. 

6.  This,  confining  Section  18  (2)  to  First  Schedule  poisons,  is 
unchanged  except  "  poison  sold  is  a  poison  "  replaces  "  they 
consist  of  or  contain  poisons." 

7.  This  remains  unchanged  in  principle  though  the  wording  is 
modified  by  using  "  sale  exempted  by  Section  20  of  the 
Act."    Thus  (1)  now  reads  : — 

(1)  The  provisions  of  the  said  Section  18  (2)  as  modified 
by  the  last  foregoing  Rule  shall  apply  to  sales  exempted 
by  Section  20  of  the  Act,  except  sales  of  poisons  to  be 
exported  to  purchasers  outside  the  United  Kingdom ; 
and  shall  also  apply  to  the  supply  in  the  form  of  a 
commercial  sample,  otherwise  than  on  sale,  of  any 
substance  included  in  the  First  Schedule  to  these 
Rules  in  like  manner  as  if  references  in  the  said  pro- 
visions to  the  sale  and  seller  of  poisons  respectively 
included  references  to  the  supply  and  the  supplier  of 
poisons  in  the  form  of  commercial  samples. 

(2)  is  similarly  modified. 

(3)  is  unaltered  [i.e.,  signed  order  requirements  are  un- 
changed] . 

(4)  remains  the  same. 

8.  Relaxing  the  requirements  of  Section  19  (3)  in  regard  to 
medicines  containing  unscheduled  poisons.  This  is  unaltered. 

9.  This  is  wholly  new  and  reads  : — 

Nothing  in  these  Rules  shall  apply,  except  as  is  expressly 
provided  therein,  to  transactions  exempted  by  Sec- 
tion 19  of  the  Act  (see  Rules  20  and  22). 

10  (formerly   9),  exempting   machine-spread  plasters,  surgical 

dressings  and  (cannabis)  corn  paints  from  the  First  Schedule, 
is  unaltered  except  that  (c)  now  reads  "  articles  containing 
barium  carbonate  and  prepared  for  the  destruction  of  rats 
and  mice."  [The  change  from  vermin  killer  makes  articles 
such  as  barium  beetle  powder  into  First  Schedule  poisons.] 

11  (formerly  10)  accords  exemption  from  the  Act  to  articles  and 

substances  in  the  Third  Schedule  which  are  arranged  in  two 
"  Groups." 

12.  This,  which  restricts  poisons  in  the  Fourth  Schedule  to 
supplv  by  prescription  only,  is  modified  as  follows  : — 

(2)  This  Rule  shall  apply  to  the  sale  of  any  such  poison, 
notwithstanding  that  it  is  a  transaction  exempted  by 
Section  19  of  the  Act,  but  shall  not  apply  to  any  sale 
exempted  by  section  20  of  the  Act. 

(4)  (f)  The  words  "  on  the  face  of  "  are  omitted.  [Enabling 
dispenser  to  use  back  of  prescription  when  necessary.] 

13.  This  rule  is  new  and  reads  : — 

It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  authorised  seller  of  poisons 
to  sell  any  substance  included  in  the  First  Schedule 
to  these  Rules,  notwithstanding  that  the  substance  is 
a  poison  included  in  Part  II.  of  the  Poisons  List,  unless 
the  sale  is  effected  by.  or  under  the  supervision  of,  a 
registered  pharmacist. 

14  (formerly  12).  It  no  longer  differentiates  between  listed  sellers 
who  may  and  who  may  not  sell  First  Schedule  poisons.  It 
begins  : — 

(1)  No  shopkeeper  shall  be  entitled  by  virtue  of  being  a 
listed  seller  of  Part  II.  poison  to  sell — 

(a)  any  poison  other  than  ammonia,  hydrochloric 
acid,    nitric    acid,    potassium   quadroxalate  and 
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sulphuric  acid,  except  in  a  closed  container  as 
closed  by  the  manufacturer  or  other  person  from 
whom  the  poison  was  obtained ; 
(£>)  any  substance  included  in  the  First  Schedule  to 
these  Rules  unless  the  sale  is  effected  by  himself 
or  by  a  responsible  deputy. 

15.  Restricts  the  sale  of  strychnine  to  medicines  and  is  un- 
i  ■  changed. 

16.  With  supplementary  labelling  provisions  this  is  unaltered 
except  must  replaces  shall  in  (i)  to  emphasise  the  compul- 
sory character  of  the  requirements. 

17  (formerly  15).  This  rule  is  made  more  specific  and  explicit. 
It  now  reads  : — 

(1)  Subject  as  hereinafter  provided,  for  the  purposes  of 
paragraph  (c)  (i)  of  Section  18  (1)  of  the  Act  and  of 
paragraph  (3)  (a)  of  Rule  26,  the  name  of  a  poison  shall 
be  the  term  under  which  it  is  included  in  the  Poisons 
List.  Provided  that,  where  the  said  term  describes  a 
group  of  poisons  and  not  the  poison  specifically,  the 
name  of  the  poison  shall  be — 

i  (i)  if  the  poison  is  the  subject  of  a  monograph  in 
either  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  or  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Codex,  one  or  other  of  the  names 
or  synonyms  or  abbreviated  names  set  out  at  the 
head  of  the  monograph, 
(ii)  in  any  other  case,  the  accepted  scientific  name  or 
name  descriptive  of  the  true  nature  and  origin  of 
the  poison. 

(2)  For  the  purposes  aforesaid  it  shall,  in  the  case  of  a 
preparation  in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  or  the 
Formulary  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex,  or  any 
dilution  or  admixture  of  such  a  preparation,  or  any 
surgical  dressing  for  which  a  standard  is  described  in 
the  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex,  be  sufficient,  not- 
withstanding anything  in  the  foregoing  paragraph  of 
this  Rule,  to  state  the  name,  synonym  or  abbreviated 
name  used  to  describe  the  preparation  or  surgical 
dressing  in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  or  the  Formulary 
of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex  with  the  addition 
of  the  letters  B.P.  or  B.P.C.,  as  the  case  may  be. 

18.  Replacing  16,  this  rule  now  reads  : — 

(1)  For  the  purposes  of  paragraph  (c)  (ii)  of  Section  18  (1) 
of  the  Act  (which  requires  preparations  containing 
poisons  to  be  labelled  with  the  prescribed  particulars 
as  to  the  proportion  of  poison  therein)  the  label  on  the 
container  of  any  preparation  containing  a  poison  as 
one  of  its  ingredients  shall,  subject  as  hereinafter 
provided,  include  a  statement  of  the  proportion  which 
the  poison  bears  to  the  total  ingredients  of  the  prepara- 
tion. 

(2)  In  the  case  of  a  preparation  containing  a  poison 
specified  in  the  first  column  of  the  Sixth  Schedule  to 
these  Rules,  it  shall  be  sufficient  to  state  on  the  label 
the  particulars  specified  in  the  second  column  of  that 
Schedule  against  the  description  of  the  poison.  Permits 
the  use  of  equivalents  for  mixed  alkaloids  and  indefin- 
able principles. 

(3)  corresponds  to  former  paragraph  (2),  and  (4)  is  the 
same  as  the  previous  (3). 

(5)  Where  any  proportion  is  stated  as  a  percentage,  the 
statement  shall  indicate  whether  the  percentage  is 
calculated  on  the  basis  of  weight  in  weight,  weight  in 
volume,  or  volume  in  volume. 

19.  This  now  refers  to  a  Seventh  Schedule  for  the  prescribed 
indications  of  character  and  the  word  must  replaces  shall, 
otherwise  the  Rule  is  identical  with  17  of  the  draft  Rules. 

20.  An  important  modification  is  exhibited  in  paragraph  (1). 
This  reads  : — 

(1)  It  shall  not  be  lawful  to  sell  or  supply  any  poison — 

(a)  in  the  case  of  a  liquid  other  than  a  medicine, 
contained  in  a  bottle  of  a  capacity  of  not  more  than 
120  fluid  ounces,  unless  the  bottle  is  labelled  with 
the  words  "  Not  to  be  taken  "  ; 

(b)  in  the  case  of  an  embrocation,  liniment,  lotion, 
liquid  antiseptic,  or  other  liquid  medicine  for 
external    application,    unless    the    container  is 

.11.  ,  ..  .       labelled  with  the  name  of  the  article  and  the 
words  "  For  external  use  only." 


(2)  and  (3)  reproduce  (1)  (c)  and  (2)  of  draft  Rule  18. 

21.  It  is  identical  with  draft  Rule  19  relating  to  name  of  seller 
and  address  of  premises. 

22.  This  concerns  containers,  paragraph  (ij  being  the  same  as 
in  draft  Rule  20.  Paragraph  (2)  differs  in  only  sub- 
paragraph (a)  of  (1)  applying  to  transactions  exempted  by 
section  19  of  the  Act. 

23.  24,  and  25.  Relating  to  storage  and  transport  are  practically 

the  same  as  the  corresponding  draft  Rules,  except  25  (3)  is 
new  and  states  : — 

(3)  This  rule  shall  not  apply  with  respect  to  medicines. 

26.  Concerns  the  supply  of  medicines  to  hospital  out-patients. 
It  now  requires  in  addition  the  application  of  the  provisions 
of  Rule  20. 

27  (formerly  25)  is  unaltered. 

28.  This  relates  to  the  storage  of  poisons  in  institutions  and  is 
made  more  emphatic  by  using  "  must  "  instead  of  "  shall." 

29  (formerly  27),  specifying  the  qualifications  necessary  for 
persons  supervising  the  manufacture  of  pharmaceutical 
preparations,  is  narrowed  down  still  further  by  limitation 
of  the  rights  of  a  "  duly  qualified  medical  practitioner  "  as 
follows  : — 

Provided  that  this  Rule  shall  not  apply  to — 

(1)  the  manufacture  by  or  under  the  supervision  of  a 
duly  qualified  medical  practitioner  of  preparations 
containing  pituitary,  suprarenal  or  thyroid  glands, 
the  active  principles  of  any  of  those  glands  or  the 
salts  of  the  active  principles  of  thyroid  gland ; 
Draft  Rule  28  requiring  the  colouring  of  arsenical  sheep 
dips,  cyanides,  etc.,  has  disappeared.    [This  would  introduce 
difficulties   in   industrial   supplies,    and   presumably  the 
colouring  of  sheepdips,  vermin  killers,  etc.,  will  be  done  as 
a  matter  of  course  by  the  makers  whenever  necessary  as  a 
safeguard.] 

30.  This  sets  out  that  the  form  of  application  by  intending  listed 
sellers  shall  be  as  in  the  Ninth  Schedule,  and  also  (2)  now 
includes  the  fees  payable  to  the  local  authority  (Entry, 
7s.  6d. ;  alteration  of  premises,  is. ;  and  retention,  5s.) 

31.  This  concerns  certification  of  persons  purchasing  First 
Schedule  poisons  and  is  unaltered  except  the  schedule  is  now 
number  eleven. 

32.  Form  of  record  of  sales  is  now  set  out  in  the  Twelfth  Schedule. 

33  (formerly  32).  This  is  unchanged.  [As  this  stands,  the  records 
cannot  be  transferred  when  a  business  is  removed  to  another 
address.]

or  (b)  produce  a  valid  certificate  in  the  form  prescribed  in  the  Eleventh 
Schedule  to  the  Rules.  In  addition,  in  the  case  of  such  poisons,  the 
required  particulars  of  the  sale  must  be  entered,  before  delivery,  in  the 
Poisons  Book  to  be  kept  in  the  form  prescribed  in  the  Twelfth  Schedule 
to  the  Rules  and  (subject  to  the  exception  next  mentioned)  the  entry 
must  be  signed  by  the  purchaser.  (Rule  6.)  In  the  case  of  a  sale  to 
a  person  for  the  purpose  of  his  trade  or  business  (farmer,  horticulturist, 
etc.),  Rule  7  (3)  permits  his  signature  of  the  entry  in  the  Poisons  Book 
to  be  dispensed  with  upon  certain  conditions,  one  of  which  is  that  an 
order  signed  by  the  purchaser  has  previously  been  obtained. 

5.  Arsenical  and  mercurial  substances,  barium  carbonate  and  nitro- 
benzene may  be  sold  only  in  particular  types  of  preparation  as  specified 
in  the  Fifth  Schedule  to  the  Rules  (e.g.  sodium  arsenates  in  sheep  dips, 
calcium  arsenates  in  insecticides),  and  in  containers  labelled  clearly 
with  a  notice  of  the  special  purpose  for  which  they  are  to  be  used  and 
with  a  warning  that  thev  are  to  be  used  for  that  purpose  only. 
(Rule  14  (2)  (a).) 

6.  No  arsenical  substance  (other  than  lead  arsenates,  calcium 
arsenates  and  copper  acetoarsenites),  nor  mercurial  substances  may  be 
sold  to  private  persons ;  such  substances  may  be  sold  only  to  persons 
engaged  in  the  trade  or  business  of  agriculture  or  horticulture  and  for 
the  purpose  of  that  business.    (Rule  14  (2)  {b).) 

7.  It  is  unlawful  to  store  any  poison  except  in  a  container  impervious 
to  the  poison  and  sufficiently  stout  to  prevent  leakage  from  the 
container  arising  from  the  ordinary  risks  of  handling.    (Rule  23  (1).) 

8.  Any  poison  consigned  for  transport  must  be  sufficiently  stoutly 
packed  to  avoid  leakage  arising  from  the  ordinary  risks  of  handling  and 
transport.  The  outside  of  the  package  of  any  arsenical  poison,  salts 
of  barium  or  nicotine  consigned  for  transport  by  a  carrier  must  be 


labelled  conspicuously  with  the  name  of  the  poison  and  a  notice 
indicating  that  it  is  to  be  kept  separate  from  food  and  from  einptv 
containers  in  which  food  has  been  contained ;  and  no  such  poison  may 
be  knowingly  transported  in  any  vehicle  in  which  food  is  being  trans- 
ported unless  the  food  is  carried  in  a  part  of  the  vehicle  effectively 
separated  from  that  containing  the  poison,  or  is  otherwise  adequately 
protected  from  the  risk  of  contamination.    (Rule  25.) 

B. — Additional  requirements  applying  solely  to  listed  shopkeepers 

1.  No  poison,  other  than  ammonia,  hydrochloric  acid  (spirits  of  salt), 
nitric  acid,  potassium  quadroxalate  (salts  of  lemon)  and  sulphuric  acid, 
may  be  sold  by  a  listed  shopkeeper  except  in  closed  containers  as  closed 
by  the  manufacturer  or  other  person  from  whom  the  poison  was 
obtained.    (Rule  14  (1)  (a).) 

2.  Arsenical  or  mercurial  substances  (unless  they  contain  no  more 
than  the  small  proportions  of  arsenic  or  mercury  specified  in  the  First 
Schedule  to  the  Rules),  barium  silicofluoride  and  nicotine  may  not  be 
sold  except  by  the  listed  shopkeeper  himself  or  by  a  responsible  deputy 
nominated  by  him  to  the  local  authority  in  accordance  withRule  i4(i)(6). 

3.  Arsenical  and  mercurial  substances  (unless  they  contain  no  more 
than  the  small  proportions  of  arsenic  or  mercury  specified  in  the  First 
Schedule  to  the  Rules)  and  nicotine  may  not  be  stored  on  a  shelf,  but 
must  be  stored  in  a  cupboard  or  drawer  reserved  solely  for  the  storage 
of  poisons  to  be  used  in  agriculture  or  horticulture,  or  in  a  part  of  the 
premises  which  is  partitioned  off  or  otherwise  separated  from  the 
remainder  of  the  premises,  to  which  customers  are  not  permitted  to 
have  access  and  in  which  no  food  is  kept. 

Barium  silicofluoride  must  be  stored  either  in  a  cupboard,  drawer 
or  shelf  reserved  solely  for  the  storage  of  poisons,  or  in  a  part  of  the 
premises  which  is  partitioned  off  or  otherwise  separated  from  the 
remainder  of  the  premises  and  to  which  customers  are  not  permitted 
to  have  access.  If  barium  silicofluoride  is  kept  on  a  shelf  no  food  may 
be  kept  directly  under  the  shelf  and  the  container  of  the  substance 
must  be  rendered  distinguishable  by  touch  from  the  containers  of 
articles  and  substances  other  than  poisons  stored  upon  the  same 
premises.    (Rule  23  (2).)

Strange  "  cures."— Correspondents  of  "The  Times"  have 
lately  instanced  the  following  superstitions: — Passing  a  child 
beneath  an  elephant's  body  to  cure  it  of  stomach  trouble  ;  for 
whooping-cough,  passing  a  child  backwards  and  forwards 
beneath  a  donkey,  walking  a  child  through  a  flock  of  sheep. 
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1936 

The  coming  into  force  oi  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act, 
1933,  during  1936  is  bound  to  eclipse  the  majority  of  other 
pharmaceutical  happenings.  By  the  time  this  issue  appears 
many  pharmacists  will  have  had  an  opportunity  of 
examining  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  extensive  guide, 
appearing  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  Diary  and  Year- 
Booh,  1936,  to  the  new  regulations  which  surround  the 
sale  of  poisons  by  pharmacists  who  are  authorised  sellers. 
The  year  1936  begins  with  definite  information  as  to  the 
application  of  the  new  poisons  code  and  the  responsibilities 
of  the  different  classes  of  sellers.  The  Pharmacist's  List 
and  Poisons  Code  Synopsis  which  appears  in  the  1936 
issue  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  Diary  and  Year-Booh 
was  compiled  from  the  draft  List  and  Rules  in  order  that 
chemists  would  know  at  as  early  a  date  as  possible  some- 
thing of  the  sweeping  alterations  which  had  taken  place 
in  the  control  of  poisons.  It  is  obvious  that  the  Home 
Secretary  is  fully  prepared  to  exercise  the  powers  conferred 
upon  him  by  the  1933  Act.  That  is  to  say,  he  has  not 
accepted  en  bloc  the  recommendations  of  the  Poisons 
Board;  and  it  is  of  interest  to  note  that  certain  recom- 
mendations of  the  Poisons  Board  in  regard  to  lysol  and 
household  poisons  dealt  with  at  length  in  the  Poisons 
Board  report  have  been  overruled  without  compunction. 
It  has  to  be  said,  however,  that  the  changes  made  by  the 
Home  Secretary  bring  the  supplementary  regulations  by 
rule  into  better  alignment  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act, 
particularly  the  respective  requirements  of  Sections  18, 
19  and  20.  The  outstanding  feature  is  perhaps  the  official 
confirmation  by  the  Poisons  Rules  of  the  intention  to  make 
the  new  system  of  poison  control  apply  to  all  transactions 
and  all  classes  of  suppliers.  Some  of  the  modifications 
suggest  that  the  Home  Office  proposes  to  deal  impartially 
with  conflicting  interests.  The  concessions  to  listed  sellers 
in  regard  to  corrosive  acids  and  disinfectants  can  be 
justified  from  the  text  of  the  Act,  and  it  remains  for  the 
future  to  show  whether  the  Poisons  Board  views  regarding 
untrained  vendors  were  correct  or  not.  There  is  little 
doubt  that  labelling  provisions  will  be  rigorously  enforced 
in  due  course,  and  though  1936  is  a  year  of  probation  in 
this  direction  chemists  are  strongly  advised  to  acquire  the 
necessary  knowledge  as  to  how  they  may  supply  poisons 
within  the  law,  that  is  to  say,  in  strict  accordance  with  the 
new  Poisons  code.  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  will 
spare  no  effort  to  assist  the  pharmacist  in  conducting  his 
business  as  an  authorised  seller  of  poisons.  The  Act 
definitely  inaugurates  a  new  era  of  poison  control.  It  may 
te  that  the  retail  chemist  can  make  capital  out  of  his 
position  as  an  authorised  seller  and  as  the  person  who  is 
recognised  by  law  to  be  the  most  appropriate  vendor  of  all 
types  of  poisons.  If  he  has  lost  this  trade,  from  whatever 
reason,  there  should  be  no  difficulty  in  regaining  it  it  lie 
should  so  te  disposed. 

While  the  poisons  department  of  the  pharmacy  is,  so  to 
speak,  in  a  period  of  transition,  there  is  no  reason  why  the 
chemist  in  business  should  not  look  around  for  other 
methods  of  using  his  specialised  knowledge.    Some  months 


ago  we  drew  attention  to  chiropody  as  a  side-line  for 
chemists,  and  in  this  issue  we  start  a  series  of  articles  which 
it  is  hoped  will  be  advantageous  to  those  who  feel  that 
such  a  department  in  their  pharmacy  is  worthy  of  attention. 
It  is  a  platitude  to  say  that  competition  is  the  life  of  trade ; 
but  in  these  days  the  chemist  is  faced  with  competition 
not  from  his  brother  chemists  only  but  from  other  traders 
also,  and  in  addition  he  is  faced  with  chain-store  competition 
and  that  offered  by  departmental  stores.  Amalgamations 
and  absorptions  are  commonplace  in  the  drug  trade  to-day, 
as  they  are  in  other  directions;  but  just  as  no  individual 
can  stand  still,  neither  can  a  trade  nor  a  profession  stand 
still,  for  to  do  so  is  to  perish.  To  be  optimistic  without 
justification  is  undesirable,  yet  there  is  no  reason  to  be 
other  than  optimistic  so  far  as  pharmacy  is  concerned, 
for  so  long  as  the  personal  element  counts  pharmacy  offers 
a  reward  to  her  followers  which  can  compare  favourably 
with  that  received  in  many  other  callings.  We  take  this 
opportunity  of  wishing  our  readers  a  happy  and  prosperous 
New  Year.

1933.  For  the  benefit  of  those  who  have  seen  neither 
advertisement,  we  mayr  state  that  applicants  must  be 
members  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain 
and  not  less  than  thirty-five  nor  more  than  forty-five  years 
of  age  on  January  1,  1936.  The  salary  commences  at  ^450, 
rising  to  /550,  subject  to  satisfactory  service,  with  provision 
for  a  gratuity  or  superannuation  on  retirement.  The 
appointment  is  in  the  first  instance  for  a  probationary 
period  of  one  year.  The  chemist  in  business,  therefore, 
will  have  one  more  inspector  to  "  entertain  "  on  the 
premises.  He  is  already  favoured  with  visits  from  the 
police  in  respect  of  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Acts,  from  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act  inspectors  and  from  the  testing  of 
dispensing  inspectors  under  the  N.H.I.  Acts.  While  one 
more  may  be  of  small  matter,  we  doubt  whether  in  the 
early  days  of  inspection  under  the  1933  Act  authorised 
sellers  of  poison  will  welcome  him.  Members  of  Council 
and  others  have  taken  pains  to  explain  that  in  no  way  is 
an  inspector  to  be  looked  upon  as  a  type  of  policeman.  We 
fear  that  the  average  pharmacist  will  require  a  great  deal 
of  persuasion  before  he  is  likely  to  accept  such  a  statement. 
In  the  nature  of  things  an  inspector's  duty  is  like  that  of  the 
policeman,  to  be  friendly  but  suspicious.  Any  inspector 
who  neglects  his  duty  in  reporting  what  appears  to  him  to 
be  an  infringement  of  the  law  would  endanger  his  position 
if  he  failed  to  report  it,  in  the  same  way  as  a  policeman 
would.  Like  the  policeman,  an  inspector  may  be  able  to 
give  a  great  deal  of  valuable  advice ;  but  such  advice 
must  be  looked  upon  as  an  order  which  must  be  complied 
with,  otherwise  the  consequences  may  be  unpleasant. 

It  is  understood  that  all  local  authorities  have  been 
circularised  to  see  how  many  of  them  wished  to  use  the 
pharmaceutical  inspectors.  The  replies  numbered  172, 
but  only  ten  decided  to  avail  themselves  of  the  facilities 
offered  to  them.  Accordingly,  the  Council  decided  that 
this  snmll  number  necessitated  no  further  increase  in  the 
number  of  inspectors.  We  do  not  know  whether  the 
efficiency  of  an  inspector  will  be  gauged  by  the  number  of 
convictions  he  is  able  to  obtain,  but  it  is  difficult  to  leave 
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such  a  matter  out  of  account.  Another  point  which  arises 
is,  how  is  an  employer  pharmacist  to  be  safeguarded  when 
one  of  his  competitors  or  a  disgruntled  employee  makes 
a  report  which  is  not  substantially  true  ?  It  is  common 
knowledge  that  the  real  work  of  the  police  is  often  impeded 
by  vindictive  informers,  and  it  may  be  that  the  inspectors 
will  be  similarly  hampered.  Further,  what  is  to  prevent 
an  inspector  from  divulging  confidential  information  which 
he  has  acquired  in  the  course  of  his  duties  ?  There  is  no 
doubt  that  such  matters  have  already  been  considered,  but 
it  would  be  desirable  to  give  some  assurance  to  pharmacists 
in  general  that  these  points  had,  in  fact,  been  thought  out 
and  a  course  of  action  provided.  A  disconcerting  fact 
about  the  inspection  of  pharmacies  is  that  there  is  to  be 
built  up  a  secret  record  of  every  pharmacy  in  the  country, 
and  details  will  be  recorded  in  the  elaborate  filing  system 
which  will  be  kept  at  headquarters  (and  which,  we  under- 
stand, will  rank  among  the  very  large  index  systems  in 
London).  It  would  be  advantageous  for  pharmacists  to 
be  enlightened  as  to  what  form  the  inspection  is  to  take. 
Obviously  it  is  preferable  for  a  man  to  be  given  an  oppor- 
tunity of  getting  his  house  in  order  rather  than  have  to 
wait  until  an  individual  representing  an  official  body 
comes  and  instructs  him  what  to  do.  Probably  the  visitor 
will  have  some  means  of  identification  and  will  carry  his 
"  warrant  card,"  in  the  same  way  as  a  police  officer  carries 
his  and  must  produce  it  on  demand.  The  cost  of  this 
inspection  will  of  course  be  heavy ;  but  presumably  the 
Council  of  the  Society  consider  that  the  guinea  registration 
fee  will  be  sufficient  to  pay  for,  say,  a  dozen  inspectors 
plus  their  expenses.  Assuming,  therefore,  that  there  are 
12,000  chemists'  shops  in  the  country  to  be  inspected  by 
twelve  inspectors,  it  appears  to  have  been  estimated  that 
each  inspector,  with  expenses,  will  cost  on  an  average 
^1,000  a  year,  unless  it  is  intended  that  the  Society  shall 
make  a  profit  out  of  the  impost. 

The  Jury  Service  Bungle 

An  interesting  article,  entitled  "  Poison  Sellers  and 
Jury  Service,"  appeared  recently  in  the  "  Law  Journal." 
It  points  out  in  somewhat  caustic  if  humorous  terms  the 
oversight  on  the  part  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  when 
the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Bill,  now  an  Act,  was  being 
shepherded  through  Parliament.  "  Since  Charles  Dickens 
penned  the  inimitable  scene  in  Bardell  v.  Pickwick  between 
Mr.  Justice  Stareleigh  and  the  chemist  who  had  been 
summoned  to  serve  on  the  jury,"  says  the  writer  in  our 
contemporary,  "  substantial  effect  has  been  given  to  the 
pestlewielder's  complaint,  and  exemption  from  jury  service 
has  been  granted  by  law  to  pharmaceutical  chemists, 
i.e.,  chemists  who  had  passed  the  '  Major '  examination 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  though  not  to  chemists 
who  had  only  secured  the  right  to  '  keep  open  shop  '  for 
the  sale  of  poisons  by  passing  the  '  Minor  '  or  ordinary 
qualifying  examination."  That,  members  of  the  legal 
profession  are  reminded,  remains  the  law  to-day. 

"  But  a  strange  '  mix-up  '  has  now  been  revealed  since  the 
passing  of  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933,  by  which  the 
sale  of  poisons  is  extended  to  licensed  persons  [listed  sellers] 
who  have  no  qualification  at  all,  whilst  the  ordinary  chemist  is 
authorised  to  call  himself  a  '  pharmacist  ' — a  title  originally 
borne  only  by  '  major  '  men.  .  .  .  Strange  as  it  may 
seem,  this  highly-qualified  personage,  now  a  '  pharmacist,'  is 
liable  to  jury  service,  and  so  must  leave  whom  he  can  to  take 
care  of  his  shop.  If,  however,  he  passes  the  still  higher  scientific 
examination  called  the  '  Major  '  examination,  which  does  not 
fit  him  any  more  for  shopkeeping  but  makes  him  a  '  pharma- 


ceutical chemist  '  as  well  as  a  '  pharmacist  and  chemist,'  he  is 
allowed  exemption  from  service  on  juries.  As  regards  the 
'  licensed  unqualified,'  they  too  are  liable  to  jury  service  .  .  . 
From  the  public  point  of  view,  however,  it  would  seem  to 
make  no  difference  whether  employer  or  errand-boy  is  in  charge 
— since  neither  of  them  has  had  any  training  in  drugs." 

We  are  not  indisposed  to  re-echo  the  shrewd 
observation  with  which  the  article  we  have  been  quoting 
from  ends  :  "  Why  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  in  pro- 
moting their  Bill  which  has  now  become  an  Act,  did  not 
get  the  jury  service  exemption  expanded  is  a  mystery 
into  which  we  need  not  enter."  But  registered  pharma- 
cists who  find  they  cannot  get  exemption  from  jury  service 
may  want  to  know  more  about  it. 


Drug  Index 

Summary,  1928-1935 

Wholesale  selling  prices  for  drugs  during  the  past  year,  as 
compared  with  the  rates  in  1913,  show  once  again  a  remarkable 
steadiness.  There  is  only  2.7  between  January  and  December. 
The  difference  between  December  1935  and  the  same  month  of 
1934  is  6.8,  a  variation  large  enough  to  arrest  attention. 
The  chief  advance  was  from  December  1934,  140.2,  to  January 
I935>  *44-3-  Strangely  enough  the  figure  for  January  1934  was 
also  144.3.  To  see  how  far  this  difference  in  a  year  would 
affect  stocktaking  prices  a  close  examination  was  made  which 
showed  that  the  cause  was  in  the  number  of  small  items 
affected  and  not  in  any  single  steep  variation.  The  quotations 
of  wholesale  prices  in  the  Price  List  will  remain  the  safe  guide. 
The  slow  increase  in  the  index  figure  shown  in  the  later  months 
°f  I935  is  mainly  due  to  bismuth  and  its  salts ;  mercurials  ; 
ergot ;  and  ipecacuanha.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  wholesale  prices 
remain  very  low.  The  fiscal  change  in  1932  raised  the  index 
figure  to  150.0,  which  was  certainly  more  promising  than  that 
resulting  from  the  present  low  selling  rates.  In  surgical  dress- 
ings there  was  a  continued  low  index  figure  for  selling  prices : 
136.3  in  January  and  136.2  in  December.  For  the  most  part 
there  was  no  change.  It  was  thought  some  advance  would  be 
made  in  surgical  dressings,  but  the  figure  of  36.2  per  cent, 
over  1913  still  holds:  an  unsatisfactory  figure  when  compared 
with  the  advances  in  cost  of  other  merchandise.  The  summary 
of  comparative  figures  covering  eight  years  is  set  out  below  :  — 
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Dressings  (1913  =  100) 
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The  index  for  wholesale  selling  prices  in  drugs  for  December 
was  147.0  as  against  140.2  for  the  corresponding  month  of  the 
previous  year.  The  index  for  surgical  dressings  was  136.2  as. 
against  136.3. 
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Chiropody  in  Practice 

In  a  series  of  short  articles  on  Chiropody,  experts  in  each  subject  will  deal  with  common 
complaints  of  the  foot;  pedicure  and  physio-therapy;    how  to  start  a  chiropody  department; 

and  other  matters 

1.    The  Chemist  as  Chiropodist 


CHIROPODY  is  defined  by  the  Concise  Oxford  Dictionary 
as  "  treatment  of  hands,  feet,  nails,  corns,  bunions, 
etc."  The  work  of  the  foot  expert,  however,  is  con- 
cerned with  the  foot  and  with  the  leg  as  far  as  the  knee.  It 
includes  chiropody,  massage,  electro-therapy  and  the  correct 
fitting  of  orthopaedic  appliances  and  shoes.  A  chiropodist 
to-day  should  know  something  of  the  following  subjects : 
Anatomy,  physiology,  pathology,  dermatology,  orthopaedic 
surgery,  mechanical  orthopaedics,  padding,  strapping,  bandag- 
ing, shoes  and  shoe  fitting,  bacteriology,  general  medicine  and 
materia  medica. 

Until  comparatively  recent  times  the  subject  was  somewhat 
neglected  in  this  country.  It  was  not,  except  in  rare  cases, 
of  sufficient  urgency  to  warrant  the  attention  of  a  surgeon. 
Nor  were  any  very  widespread  facilities  available  for  foot 
treatment  by  any  other  class  of  persons.  Chiropody  had  been 
considered  something  of  a  luxury,  yet  it  would  surprise  many 
to  see  some  of  the  terrible  deformities  often  caused  by  neglect. 

Common  Foot  Troubles 

Foot  troubles  are,  in  fact,  very  prevalent.  In  many  cases 
they  are  extremely  painful,  and  may  cause  serious  disability. 
Common  foot  complaints  include  corns  ;  callouses  ;  soft  corns 
between  toes  ;  ingrowing  nails  ;  warts  (verrucas);  fiat  foot  ; 
metatarsalgia  ;  bunions  ;  hammer  toes  ;  swollen  ankles  from 
various  causes  ;  the  different  forms  of  weak  foot  (after  illness, 
in  children,  inherited,  etc.);  tailor's  toe,  caused  by  the  way 
tailors  sit  and  often  produced  in  children  who  sit  the  same 
way  for  too  long  ;  and  thickened  and  distorted  nails  caused  by 
something  heavy  having  been  dropped  or  stamped  on  them 
(spoken  of  in  some  old  reference  books  as  Ostler's  Toe,  because 
of  its  prevalence  amongst  stable  attendants  who  had  suffered 
the  imprint  of  a  horse's  hoof).  Chiropodial  treatment  is  almost 
universally  needed  at  some  time  or  other.  People  complain 
about  "  their  poor  feet  "  more,  perhaps,  than  about  any  other 
everyday  ailment.  Many  workers,  particularly  those  whose 
walk  in  life  is  a  veritable  walk,  make  a  disproportionate  de- 
mand upon  their  feet.  It  is  sufficient  to  mention  nurses, 
policemen,  postmen,  porters,  waiters  and  waitresses,  teachers, 
commissionaires,  shop  assistants,  bus  and  tram  conductors, 
domestic  servants  and  the  average  housewife,  to  show  how 
many  potential  patients  there  are. 

Foot  care  results  not  only  in  comfortable  feet,  but  in  better 
health,  a  greater  enjoyment  of  work  and  leisure,  and  a  marked 
improvement  in  nerves  and  temper.  In  many  cases  sufferers 
travel  a  considerable  distance  for  treatment,  when  unable  to 
obtain  it  in  their  own  town  or  district.  Often  foot  troubles 
cause  a  disinclination  to  take  exercise.  The  result  is  ulti- 
mately inability  to  take  exercise  at  all.  There  is  undoubtedly 
a  large  untapped  market  for  chiropody  amongst  these  classes, 
especially  because  to-day  the  public  are  being  made  to  realise 
that  so  many  of  the  more  serious  internal  complaints  are 
caused  through  incorrect  posture,  faulty  walking  and  lack  of 
exercise,  conditions  which  are  avoided  when  the  feet  are 
healthy. 

The  Chemist's  Opportunity 

To  meet  this  demand,  the  chemist  is  very  well  qualified. 
His  specialised  training  has  already  covered  part  of  the 
syllabus  of  instruction  and  given  him  a  facility  in  both  theory 
and  practice  that  distinguishes  him  as  usually  a  most  apt 
student.  He  soon  becomes  expert  in  the  use  of  the  chiro- 
podist's scalpels,  excavators,  nippers,  files,  etc.  Remunera- 
tion is  good.  The  usual  fee  charged  by  chiropodists  is  five 
shillings  for  attention  to  both  feet  and  the  time  taken  is 
generally  twenty  to  twenty-five  minutes.  This  does  not  cover 
pedicure  or  the  treatment  of  various  advanced  conditions  which 


will  be  dealt  with  in  subsequent  articles  of  this  series.  Charges 
vary  in  certain  neighbourhoods. 

There  have  been  establishments  for  the  wealthy,  there  have 
been  clinics  open  for  the  very  poor,  but  there  are  few  places 
for  those  between  the  two  classes,  however  anxious 
for  treatment.  To  illustrate  this  it  may  be  observed  that 
many  sufferers  go  into  foot  clinics  for  the  poor,  although  ex- 
pressing a'  desire  to  pay.  Customers  come  readily  to  the 
chemist,  and  offer  many  opportunities  for  valued  service,  inter- 
esting work  and  increased  revenue — business  which  at  present 
is  sent  elsewhere.  How  often  is  the  guidance  of  the  chemist 
sought  with  regard  to  minor  ailments.  All  too  frequently 
perhaps  he  finds  himself  listening  to  details  about  the  health 
of  members  of  a  customer's  family.  Painful  foot  troubles 
quite  often  form  a  large  part  of  these  conversations.  Customers 
are  actually  in  the  pharmacy,  telling  about  their  foot  troubles 
and  asking  advice,  but  are  turned  away.  It  would  be  so 
easy  to  say  "  Step  into  our  surgery.  We  have  a  qualified 
chiropodist  in  attendance."  A  valuable  feature  of  chiropodial 
service  is  that  occasional  purchasers  become  regular  patients 
for  chiropody  and  permanent  customers  in  other  departments. 
The  chemist  handles  many  aids  to  foot  comfort  and  these 
articles  can  be  actually  fitted  to  the  foot  on  the  premises. 
Advice,  when  conscientiously  given,  has  an  authoritative  air 
that  is  nearly  always  acted  upon.  Reports  received  from 
chemists  who  have  taken  up  chiropody  corroborate  that  it  has 
proved  most  interesting  and  remunerative.  In  the  past,  chiro- 
pody has  been  administered  by  many  possessing  limited  and 
doubtful  knowledge.  Now  that  the  training  has  been 
thoroughly  modernised  and  its  scope  vastly  increased,  British 
practitioners  are  taking  their  places.  Excellent  training 
centres  and  splendid  foot  hospitals  have  been  established  in 
this  country  (London  being  able  to  boast  the  largest  in  the 
world).    The  profession  is  not  overcrowded. 

Diagnosis  of  Foot  Troubles 

When  a  patient  is  seen  for  the  first  time  a  general  impression 
is  conveyed.  Age,  a  very  important  guide  because  it  partly  de- 
termines the  treatment,  should  be  ascertained.  Very  often  it 
is  possible  to  determine  the  patient's  occupation,  and  this  is 
important  in  many  ways,  because  certain  lesions  are  associated 
with  certain  occupations.  The  poise  of  the  body  and  the  atti- 
tude of  the  patient  should  be  noticed  ;  also  the  position  of  the 
feet  when  he  walks,  and  whether  he  has  a  limp.  Later  that 
gait  or  limp  may  be  imitated  to  establish  its  cause.  Every 
hint  must  be  followed  up  in  the  elucidation  of  abnormalities. 
Moreover,  interest,  application  and  experience  are  benefited 
by  such  reasoning.  It  is  important  to  ascertain  the  history  of 
the  case.  The  date  and  manner  of  onset  and  the  symptoms 
in  order  of  their  development  should  be  judiciously  ascertained. 

Points  that  may  aid  the  diagnosis  of  the  condition  present 
are  whether  the  patient's  work  has  entailed  a  great  deal  of 
standing,  recent  recovery  from  some  infectious  complaint,  etc. 
Both  limbs  from  the  knee  down  should  be  examined  and  com- 
pared. Situation,  size  and  appearance  of  any  unusual  condi- 
tion should  be  recorded.  A  common  method  of  describing 
swellings  is  to  compare  them  with  some  familiar  object,  such 
as  hen's  egg,  walnut,  orange.  Another  useful  comparison  is 
with  coins — the  size  of  a  shilling,  sixpence  or  penny.  The 
condition  of  the  skin  should  be  noted :  for  instance,  redness 
gradually  fading  into  the  adjacent  skin  at  a  certain  distance 
from  the  centre  of  the  swelling  ;  limited  movement  in  a  joint, 
etc.  After  inspection,  the  next  procedure  is  mentally  to 
visualise  the  anatomy  of  the  affected  part  and  consider  what 
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structures  are  likely  to  be  affected. 
Knowledge  of  anatomy  is  essential. 
Having  obtained  as  much  knowledge 
as  possible  by  inspection,  the  use  of 
the  hands  and  fingers  is  required  in 
what  is  called  "  palpation."' 

Palpation 

The  hands  and  fingers  of  the  ex- 
aminer must  be  clean  and  warm  and 
must  always  anticipate  the  possibility 
of  causing  pain.  Sensitiveness  of 
touch  in  the  fingers  should  be  care- 
fully cultivated.  At  first  the  touch 
must  be  gentle  and  light,  in  case  a 
painful  area  is  found.  If  this  examina- 
tion is  roughly  done,  the  patient  will 
be  reluctant  to  assist  in  the  diagnosis. 
This  is  especially  the  case  with 
children.  A  painful  area,  once  found, 
should  be  left  alone,  except  in  so  far  as 
it  is  necessary  to  define  its  extent 
by  lightly  working  towards  it  from 
various  points.  In  apparently  in- 
flamed conditions  it  is  often  wise  first 
of  all  to  lay  the  whole  hand  gently  on 
the  corresponding  area  of  the  un- 
affected foot  for  some  moments.  In  this 
way  any  difference  in  temperature  can 
be  appreciated.  Previous  application  of 
counter-irritants  such  as  iodine,  which 
will  cause  congestion  and  some  added 
warmth,  will  probably  be  obvious  on 
inspection. 

The  next  step  is  to  gauge  the  size 
and  nature  of  any  swelling.  The  posi- 
tion is  described  by  reference  to  the  long 
axis  of  the  limb,  either  along  it,  or  at 
an  angle  to  it.  To  describe  its  char- 
acter, such  adjectives  as  elastic, 
doughy,  firm,  cartilaginous  and  bony 
are  employed. 

Fluctuation  "  is  the  term  applied 
to  the  elastic  sensation  which  is  given 
by  fluid.  It  is  established  by  placing 
a  finger  of  one  hand  on  one  part  of  the 
swelling  and  a  finger  of  the  other  hand 
on  the  opposite  part,  then  pressing 
quickly  with  one  finger — a  slightly 
prolonged  tapping  movement.  If  there 
is  fluid  the  other  finger  feels  the  trans- 
mitted impulse. 

In  the  examination  of  a  joint,  its 
movements  should  be  appreciated,  so 
as  to  test  any  limitation.  This  is  a 
most  important  guide  to  diagnosis.  It 
is  also  very  important  to  test  the  tonus 
of  muscle  and  the  resistance  of  dropped 
metatarsal  bones. 

Structure  of  Foot 

The  human  foot  is  a  complex  structure,  designed  to  support 
the  weight  of  the  body,  while  permitting  freedom  of  movement. 
The  weight  of  the  body  should  normally  be  taken  on  the  outer 
side  of  the  foot  and  then  smoothly  transferred  to  the  inner 
side.  There  are  three  distinct  arches  in  the  foot.  Two  are 
longitudinal:  the  "  external  "  and  the  "  internal."  In  normal 
walking  the  weight  is  first  taken  on  the  heel  and  the  external 
longitudinal  arch.  This  is  quite  rigid,  strong,  and  so  formed 
that  it  will  support  a  considerable  weight.  The  internal  longi- 
tudinal arch  is  longer,  higher  and  extremely  flexible.  The 
weight  of  the  body,  taken  upon  the  external  arch,  is  projected 
forward  by  the  elastic  action  of  the  muscular  inner  arch.  When 
the  ankle  is  flexed  in  walking,  and  the  body  weight  is  trans- 
ferred to  the  base  of  the  toes,  the  third  arch  is  brought  into 
action.  This  is  the  anterior  metatarsal  arch,  formed  by  the 
heads  of  the  metatarsal  bones.  It  provides  a  strong  and  neces- 
sary fulcrum  for  the  lever-like  movement  of  the  foot.  Nor- 
mally, the  muscles  of  the  foot  maintain  a  well-sprung  internal 
longitudinal  arch.  Excessive  or  prolonged  strain  on  the  muscles 
reduces  their  strength  and  elasticity  and  results  in  "  flat  foot."

Electrical  Treatment 

In  cases  of  dropped  anterior  metatarsal  arch,  the  Faradic 
current  is  of  great  value.  Its  penetrating  power  is  able  to 
activate  the  small  muscles  which  maintain  the  arch  across  the 
metatarsal  heads.  The  Bristow  Faradic  battery  is  usually  em- 
ployed. The  battery  contains  a  primary  and  a  secondary  coil. 
As  the  current  passes  through  the  primary  circuit  a  magnetic 
field  is  created  which  induces  in  the  secondary  coil  an  alternat- 
ing current  which  is  administered  to  the  patient.  This 
produces  a  strong  muscular  stimulation.  The  current  can 
be  applied  so  that  any  particular  muscle  group  receives  re- 
peated electrical  stimulus,  causing  alternate  contraction  and 
relaxation.  This  may  be  regarded  as  a  kind  of  intensified 
muscular  activity.  In  cases  of  flat  foot  those  muscles  which 
help  to  keep  the  inner  arch  in  its  normal  position  are  activated. 
If  such  a  case  could  be  observed  it  would  be  seen  that  at  every 
muscular  contraction  the  inner  arch  rises  considerably.  A 
single  muscle  may  be  strengthened  by  this  method  if  desired. 
In  conditions  of  Hallux  vulgus  in  children, ■-  deviation  of  the 
great  toe  has  been  caused  through .  stretching  of  the  Abductor 
Kallucis  muscle.  By  repeatedly  applying  the  current  to  that 
particular  muscle  it  is  possible  to  bring  the  toe  back  to  its 
normal  position,  provided  that  no  drastic  modification  of  the 
joint  has  intervened.

The  type  of  container  to  be  used  is  an  important  con- 
sideration in  marketing  a  new  preparation.    The  following 
article  shows  the  progress  of  a  glass  bottle  from  sketch 
to  finished  product.

many  people 
besides  the  designer 
himself.  The  manu- 
facturer about  to 
adopt  a  new  con- 
tainer for  his  pro- 
duct is  quick  to 
condemn  an  unprac- 
tical shape.  With  a 
view  to  ascertaining 
what  resources  of 
design  and  materials 
were  available  to 
those  engaged  in 
marketing  commodi- 
ties, a  C.  &  D.  cor- 
respondent paid  a 
visit  to  "  Professor 
Flint,"  as  typifying 
a  bottle  manufac- 
turer. Bottles  have, 
it  is  apparent,  an 
architecture  "  of 
their  own  and  the 
designer  follows 
methods  comparable 
to,  if  less  elaborate 
than,  those  of  the 
architect.  In  the 
drawing  office  the 
initial  conception  is 

put  to  paper.  Plan  and  elevation  are  ruled  out  in  the 
thin,    precise  line   of  the   engineer's  draughtsman. 

It  is  this  sketch 
which,  with  a 
number  of  alter- 
native designs, 
reaches  the  client  in  the 
course  ot  a  few  days.  Few 
data  are  required  by  the 
designer.  He  needs  to  know 
the  nature  and  quantity  of 
the  liquid,  and  whether 
the  bottle  must  accommo- 
date an  existing  label  or 
can  have  its  label  designed 
to  fit  the  bottle.  That 
suffices  for  most  general 
purposes.  Obviouslv  a 
milk  bottle  and  a  perfume 
bottle,  though  both  con- 
tainers for  liquids,  will 
h:ive  little  further  resem- 
blance if  each  is  entirely 
suited  to  its  purpose.  The 
capacity  is  a  necessary  de- 
tail as  all  designs  are  drawn 
up  to  the  correct  size  to 
obtain  the  required  capacity,  and  often  a  new  design  must 
look  larger  than  its  future  competitor,  though  holding  the 
same  amount  of  liquid.  For  the  rest,  special  bottles  may 
require  consideration  of  such  points  as  sprinkler  top,  applicator,

or  specially  wide  neck.  The  client  having  received  the  sketches, 
he  can  select  one  by  its  number,  and  return  it  to  have  a 
dummy  "    made    up.      Modifications    may    be  suggested 
at    this    stage,    by    indicating    on    the    drawing,    or  later, 

on  the  model  itself.  The 
model  bottle  is  carefully 
cut,  frequently  of  wood,  to 
correspond  exactly  with  the 
sketch.  The  advantage  it 
has  over  a  draughtsman's 
drawing,  to  a  layman,  is 
obvious.  Even  so,  being 
opaque,  it  gives  an  imperfect 
representation  of  the  finished 
bottle.  When  finally  ap- 
proved it  is  returned  and  a 
working  drawing,  supplying 
every  dimension  necessary 
for  the  mould-maker,  is  pre- 
pared, incorporating  any 
improvement  decided  upon. 
A  copy  of  this  drawing  is 
sent  to  the  bottle-works 
and  moulds  of  iron  or  steel 
are  made  to  its  specifica- 
tions. Iron,  being  a  less 
costly  material  to  manipu- 
late, is  the  more  commonly 
used,  but  steel  gives  a  finer 
"  skin  "  and  truer  surface. 
It  is  therefore  used  for  the 
very  best  quality  bottles. 
In  the  making,  glass  is 
sucked  into  the  neck  moulds 
first  and  then  a  rough  shape 
is  blown  into  the  ' '  parison

mould.  From  this  stage  the 
rough  bottle  passes  over  to 
the  finishing  mould  which 
gives  the  shape  required. 
The  bottles  are  then  passed 
through  an  annealing  ma- 
chine to  give  them  strength. 
That  completes  the  manufac- 
ture. A  specimen  bottle  is, 
however,  returned  to  the 
drawing  office  to  be  checked 
off  against  the  draughts- 
m  a  n  '  s  specification  and 
finally  approved.  The 
moulded  caps  of  present-day 
bottles  are  usually  designed 
at  the  same  time  as  the 
bottle,  and  in  style  to  con- 
form. They  are  made,  of 
course,  in  another  factory, 
by  other  methods,  which  do 
n,.t  come  within  the  scope  of  this  article.

Trade  Report 

Where  possible  scales  of  prices  of  chemicals  are  given  for  bulk  down  to  small  quantities.    Prices  recorded  for  crude  drugs, 
essential  and  fixed  oils  and  coal  tar  products  are  for  fair  sized  wholesale  quantities.    Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs,  essential 
and  fixed  oils,  etc.,  vary,  and  selected  brands  or  grades  would  be  at  higher  values

The  usual  quiet  conditions  prevailed  in  most  markets  at  the  New  Year, 
but  the  tone  generally  is  quite  healthy  and  there  seems  to  be  more 
confidence  in  the  future.  The  usual  feature  of  a  number  of  dis- 
tressed parcels  offering  at  low  prices  during  the  late  months  of  the 
year  was  absent  at  the  close  of  1935.  Values  oi  many  products  have 
appreciated  during  the  twelve  months,  but  the  general  level  of  sales 
values,  particularly  of  crude  drugs  and  essential  oils,  is  still  unsatis- 
factory from  the  producers'  point  of  view.  In  the  Pharmaceutical 
chemicals  markets  business  has  opened  up  quietly  with  manufac- 
turers receiving  increasing  export  inquiry.  Some  strong  features  are 
to  be  noted,  chiefly  in  Bromides,  Iodides  and  Mercurials.  Acetone, 
B.G.S.  prices  have  been  reduced  and  Formic  acid  has  advanced. 

Crude  Drugs 

Most  of  the  Brokers'  sales  rooms  were  closed  on  New  Year's  day, 
and  the  markets  have  not  yet  got  back  to  their  normal  stride.  Yet 
business  has  been  moving  on  very  fair  lines  and  values  are  keeping 
well  up.  Agar  is  running  short  on  spot  and  there  may  be  a  scarcity 
before  the  new  crop  arrives.  Canada  Balsam  is  steadier  on  spot. 
Barbasco  and  Derris  roots  continue  to  receive  good  inquiry,  and 
most  of  the  cheaper  parcels  have  been  cleared  ;  shipment  markets  are 
firm.  New  crop  Buchu  is  still  not  quoted  from  the  source.  Cascara 
sagrada  is  very  firm  with  supplies  extremely  low.  Nothing  doing  in 
Ergot,  but  prices  stand  at  recent  high  levels.  Matto  Grosso 
Ipecacuanha  is  very  scarce  and  nominal  on  spot  and  dear  to  arrive. 
Japanese  Menthol  has  had  a  quiet  week,  but  the  source  reports  firm 
conditions  in  the  shipment  market.  Pimento  is  again  dearer.  Sup- 
plies of  Rhubarb  are  very  limited  here,  and  there  is  nothing  quoted 
for  shipment.  Senega  tends  to  be  a  better  spot  market.  Tinnevelly 
and  Alexandrian  Senna  are  improving  markets  and  the  outlook  is 
better.  Para  Tonka  beans  are  dearer  on  spot.  The  Italian  products, 
such  as  Squills,  Lemon  and  Orange  peel,  Manna  and  Orris  root, 
are  likely  to  be  of  interest  if  the  present  ban  on  imports  continues 
well  into  the  coming  year. 

Essential  Oils 

A  fair  amount  of  inquiry  is  being  received  and  values  are  keep- 
ing quite  steady.  Anise  (star)  is  steady  but  dull  on  spot  and  may 
improve.  Reports  from  the  source  indicate  that,  pending  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  new  sales  monopoly,  it  has  been  decided  not  to  make  any 
further  shipments.  Hong  Kong  stocks  are  reported  to  be  exhausted. 
BergamOt.  and  other  Sicilian  oils  are  keeping  fully  steady  on 
spot  and  there  is  a  tendency  for  quotations  to  advance.  Java 
and  Ceylon  Citronellas  remain  slack  and  quoted  at  very  low  figures. 
Fair  inquiry  for  Madagascar  Clove.  French  Lavender  continues 
weak  and  irregular.  Californian  cold  pressed  Lemon  is  quoted  at  a 
reduction.  Some  French  Guinea  Orange,  new  crop  oil,  has  been 
shipped.  Singapore  Patchouli  is  still  advancing  and  the  very  small 
supplies  are  in  strong  hands.  Japanese  Peppermint  has  had  a  quiet 
week.  Fair  business  in  Petitgrain  is  reported.  Palmarosa  shows  a 
recovery  in  shipment  quotations.  Spearmint  is  dull.  Quotations  for 
Wormseed  vary  according  to  brand.

Pharmacy  in  Northern  Ireland 

Sir, — I  write  in  the  interests  of  the  qualified  chemists  in 
Northern  Ireland.  There  are  at  least  two  classes  of  traders  in 
Northern  Ireland  (in  Belfast  particularly)  which  exhibit  the 
following  sign  on  front  windows :  ' '  All  compounded  by 
Qualified  Chemists."  I  would  like  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
or  the  Government  to  challenge  this.  The  public  are  misled 
— the  words  in  large  letters  are  the  important  words  "  Quali- 
fied Chemists."  If  the  Society  is  going  to  retain  its  members, 
not  to  mention  increasing  them,  it  must  look  after  these 
shops  where  no  chemists  are.  The  Society  cannot  throw  the 
onus  on  the  Government  ;  they  act  in  conjunction  through  a 
Government  inspector.  I  have  not  renewed  my  membership 
yet  for  the  coming  year  pending  Council  or  Government  action 
for  our  protection.  After  qualifying  we  demand  protection  in 
our  craft.

Hormones  and  Character 

Sir,— In  his  letter  to  the  C.  &  D.  of  December  21,  Mr.  J.  M. 
Edwards's  observations  on  "  Hormones  and  Character  "  give 
rise  to  the  most  interesting  speculations  on  the  metaphysical 
as  well  as  the  physical  influences  of  internal  secretions.  That 
human  conduct  must  sometimes  be  directed,  modified  or  stimu- 
lated by  hormonic  factors  is,  it  would  seem,  beyond  refutation. 
How  docile,  nervous  or  timorous  the  victim  of  exophthalmic 
goitre  becomes !  Here  a  vitiated  hormone  engendered  in  the 
neck  exerts  a  marked  psychic  change  which  now  constitutes 
one  aspect  of  the  syndrome.  Bilateral  orchiectomy  can  reduce 
the  mature  philoprogenitiveness  of  Homo  sapiens  to  the 
physical  impotence  of  childhood,  and  convert  the  virile  bass 
tone  of  reverberating  timbre  to  the  tremulous  treble.  An 
animal  bereft  of  its  adrenal  glands  develops  hypopiesis  and 
loses  its  urge  for  conflict.  The  pituitary  organ  can  raise  the 
blood's  vascular  pressure  as  well  as  the  suprarenals,  and  while 
the  latter,  being  abnormal,  can  induce  hirsute  growth  in  a 
woman,  trie  former  plays  a  part  in  the  mechanism  of  diuresis 
in  addition  to  controlling  the  metabolism  of  sugar.  With 
sorrow  we  weep,  and  this  emotional  phenomenon  is  evidenced 
in  the  stimulation  of  the  lachrymal  apparatus.  With  anger 
we  grow  red,  when  the  facial  capillaries  become  relaxed,  en- 
larged and  engorged  with  blood  ;  our  senses  reel,  discretion 
is  endangered  and  logical  argument  imperilled.  When  the  liver 
is  torpid,  apart  from  the  malaise,  how  petulant  we  become ! 
With  cerebral  cortex  impaired  the  general  paralytic  waxes 
grandiloquent,  assumes  the  accent  of  authority  and  seeks  to 
impress  by  his  munificence,  his  importance  and  imagined 
genius.  The  menopause  is  distinguished  by  a  pathetic  resig- 
nation to  the  edicts  of  nature  or  a  mental  whirlwind  of 
vociferous  expostulation.  When  the  thymus  disintegrates  then 
youth  will  have  its  fling  ;  with  senility  the  prostate  expands. 
The  cretin  of  undeveloped  or  mvxcedematous  thyroid  is  a 
pathological  Peter  Pan,  for  he  cannot  grow  up.  Had  Shakes- 
peare known  of  extractum  thyroideum  siccum  he  might  never 
have  written,  "Canst  thou  minister  to  a  mind  diseased?  " 
for  it  restores  that  condition  to  normality.  In  these  states  it 
is  a  circulatory  "chemical  messenger"  which  bears  the  tid- 
ings of  pathological  change.  In  health,  too,  hormonic  in- 
fluences, sometimes  in  collaboration,  sometimes  antagonistic, 
preside  over  the  constituent  activities  of  the  body,  impelling 
one  function,  restraining  another.  Whether  they  are  respon- 
sible for  character  is  another  question.  American  commenta- 
tors incline  to  the  belief  that  they  are.  What  constitutes  the 
fundamental  distinction  between  ability  and  mediocrity,  talent 
and  stupidity — at  least  in  terms  of  physiology — it  seems 
impossible  to  determine.  Possibly  here  it  is  the  cerebral  ana- 
tomical structure  which  is  a  factor  in  the  finished  product  of 
human  individuality.  The  more  intricate  and  deep  the  cortical 
convolutions,  perhaps  co-ordinately  is  the  mentality  the  higher 
and  more  complex.  Avarice  or  liberality,  cupidity  and  prodi- 
gality, placidity  and  ferocity  and  such-like  traits  of  character 
seem  to  be  inherent  propensities  of  our  psychic  economy  and 
not  the  external  manifestations  of  internal  secretions.  Char- 
acter changes  little  with  illness,  for  the  physical  disability  may 


but  temporarily  disguise  or  obscure  the  personal  attributes  or 
defects.  If  hormones  were  the  source  or  the  cause  of  character 
and  if  someone  should  emulate  the  triumph  of  insulin's  dis- 
covery, might  we  not  ultimately  become  standardised  and  by 
injection  forfeit  the  charm  of  individuality?  Again,  if  internal 
secretions  produce  that  stamp  and  mould  of  character  which 
in  no  two  are  alike,  may  we  not  expect  that  if  the  chemicals 
be  isolated  and  reduced  to  a  formula,  the  substance  will  be 
consistent  in  composition  and  common  to  all  men?  Yet  we 
are  primarily  distinguished  by  our  differences. — I  am,  etc.,

Unqualified  Traders'  Shops 

Sir, — "  Xrayser  "  (C.  &  D.,  December  28,  p.  747)  expresses 
his  view  that  few  unqualified  shops  have  been  opened  up 
deliberately  as  those  of  pharmacists  except  that  no  poisons  are 
sold.  Within  quite  a  small  radius  I  know  of  three  such  pre- 
mises which  are  chemists'  shops  to  the  public  eye,  even  to 

the  title  "  's  Pharmacy  "  on  the  facia.    This  title  is  not 

permissible  after  April  30,  but  the  windows,  interior  fittings 
and  stock  remain  identical  with  those  of  the  qualified  pro- 
prietor, and  my  customers  refer  to  these  places  as  "  the 
chemist  down  the  road,"  showing  that  the  average  person 
knows  no  distinction.  Another,  and  to  my  mind  more  serious, 
problem  is  the  opening  of  pharmacies  under  the  Companies 
Acts  by  persons  with  no  knowledge  or  experience  of  the 
business.  A  tradesman  with  a  little  loose  capital  sees  a 
vacant  shop  near  him,  takes  a  lease  of  it,  forms  himself  into 
a  private  company  and  opens  up  as  a  chemist  ;  one  such 
concern  which  came  under  my  notice  adopted  as  its  descrip- 
tion "  So-and-So,  Ltd.,  the  Qualified  Chemists."  It  is 
compulsory  for  such  a  company  to  have  a  qualified  superin- 
tendent, but  the  latter  may  have  no  control  whatever  over 
the  management  of  the  business,  and  in  my  opinion  this 
matter  should  have  been  dealt  with  in  the  new  legislation.  It 
might  perhaps  be  possible  if  a  very  flagrant  case  of  this  kind 
came  to  light,  for  it  to  come  under  the  notice  of  the  Statutory 
Committee  as  misconduct  which  renders  a  person  unfit  to  be 
on  the  Register,  although  one  hardly  likes  to  blame  a  young 
qualified  man  who  accepts  such  a  position  rather  than  be  out 
ol  employment  for  a  long  period. — Faithfully  yours,

Turnover  and  Profit 

Sir, — The  question  of  the  turnover  of  stock,  its  frequency 
and  the  ratio  of  profit  in  one's  annual  returns,  is  always 
before  the  chemist  who  keeps  a  careful  watch  on  his 
sales.  It  is  one  of  the  difficulties  of  our  business  that  the 
goods  we  sell  are  not  immediate  daily  necessaries  as  are  those 
of  the  grocer  or  other  retailers  of  provisions,  while  at  the  same 
time  our  expenses  are  as  heavy  or  heavier  ;  therefore  to  make 
an  equivalent  return  the  margin  of  profit  all  round  should  be 
higher.  Actually  it  is  not  so :  taking  into  account  the  large 
proportion  of  sales  of  proprietaries  and  the  competitive  prices 
at  which  bulk  goods  have  to  be  sold,  the  profit  earned  does  not 
make  up  for  the  slower  rate  of  turnover.  There  are  other  ways 
in  which  the  chemist  is  at  a  disadvantage  compared  to  other 
traders  in  this  question  of  small  profits  and  quick  sales.  In 
some  instances  he  can  get  an  additional  discount  by  buying  a 
certain  parcel,  but  often  this  means  that  he  is  buying  too  far 
ahead  ;  he  does  not  dispose  of  the  goods  quickly,  and  the  extra 
profit  is  lost  by  the  time  they  are  sold.  But  where  this  slow 
rate  of  turnover  shows  its  worst  feature  is  in  the  chemist's  own 
province,  his  stock  of  drugs.  The  estimated  number  of  lines 
stocked  in  the  average  pharmacy  is  put  at  4,000  ;  my  own 
stock  cards  actually  show  rather  more  than  this,  and  a  large 
proportion  are  in  the  drug  list.  With  the  exception  of  a  few 
which  are  used  as  domestic  remedies,  such  as  Epsom  salts, 
camphorated  oil,  etc.,  these  drugs  are  only  used  for  dispensing, 
and  in  most  pharmacies  for  dispensing  insurance  prescriptions.

— The  following  is 
a  formula  for  a  fireproofing  solution  suitable  for  ropes,  bags, 
string,  etc. :  — 

Ammonium  chloride          ..       ..       ..  15  oz. 

Boric  acid       ..       ..       ..       ..       ..  6  oz. 

Borax   3  oz. 

Water    100  oz. 

Immerse  the  articles  for  fifteen  or  twenty  minutes  in  the 
boiling  solution,  press  and  dry.

Therapy,  Turrell's  "  Principles  of  Electrotherapy  and  their 
Practical  Application  "  (Oxford  Medical  Publications.  16s.). 

T.  R.  (9/11). — Coloured  limestone  chippings. — These 
green  chippings,  which  are  stated  to  be  used  on  graves,  appear 
to  be  coloured  with  a  preparation  of  the  distemper  type.  It 
contains  chalk,  lead  chromate,  and  (apparently)  a  blue  com- 
ponent, the  last  being  quite  probably  prussian  blue,  as  it 
contains  iron.  The  pigment  appears  to  be  produced  in  one 
precipitation,  and  not  by  merely  mixing  the  components 
named.  Probably  the  effect  could  be  most  readily  obtained 
by  using  an  approved  brand  of  oil-bound  distemper. 

/.  C.  (19/12). — Application  for  chapped  hands. — The 
following  is  a  useful  preparation  for  chapped  hands :  — 

Lanolin  . .       . .       . .       . .       . .  1  dr. 

Soft  white  paraffin    . .       . .       . .       . .  3  dr. 

Glycerin  . .       . .       . .       . .       . .  4  dr. 

Camphor    30  gr. 

Melt  the  first  two  and  add  the  camphor:  when  dissolved, 
place  in  a  mortar  and  while  stirring  add  the  glycerin. 

An  alternative  preparation  which  might  be  better  suited  to 
your  requirements  is  beeswax  with  just  sufficient  castor  oil 
so  that  it  could  be  rubbed  on  the  affected  parts. 

B.  (22/11). — Albumin  in  urine. — In  testing  for  albumin 
in  urine  many  different  methods  may  be  adopted,  but  all 
depend  upon  rendering  the  albumin  insoluble,  and  evident 
either  as  a  precipitate  or  as  a  cloud  or  as  a  very  slight  haze 
according  to  the  quantity  present.  It  will,  therefore,  be  easily 
understood  that  it  is  essential,  especially  in  the  case  of  traces, 
that  the  urine  and  the  testing  solution  should  be  perfectly  clear. 
To  obtain  urine  clear  is  not  always  easy,  particularly  if  it  is  a 
little  stale  and  bacteria  are  plentiful  in  it.  If  simple  filtration 
will  not  effect  it,  add  a  few  drops  of  potash  solution  (B.P.), 
which  will  precipitate  the  phosphates,  and  these  carry  down 
the  bacteria.  The  clear  filtrate  must  then,  if  alkaline,  be 
acidified  again  with  well-diluted  acetic  acid  until  it  just  reddens 
litmus  paper.  The  urine  is  then  ready  for  the  application  of 
the  test.  Perhaps  the  heat  test  is  both  the  simplest  and  the 
most  satisfactory,  and,  with  a  little  practice,  as  sensitive  as 
any.  Take  a  long  test  tube,  half  fill  it  with  the  filtered  and,  if 
necessary,  acidulated  sample,  and  boil  the  upper  half  of  the 
column  by  holding  it  slanting  in  a  Bunsen  or  spirit-lamp  flame. 
If  albumin  is  present,  it  will  coagulate  with  the  heat  and  form 
a  white  precipitate,  more  or  less  dense  according  to  the  quan- 
tity. If  there  is  much,  it  is  easily  seen  ;  but  if  only  a  small 
quantity  is  present,  it  will  be  necessary  to  examine  it  with 
some  care.  Face  the  window  and  look  at  the  tube  with  a 
black  background,  such  as  the  back  of  a  book  or  a  coat  sleeve, 
holding  the  tube  an  inch  or  two  away  from  it.  The  reason 
for  only  boiling  the  upper  half  of  the  column  will  now  be 
seen,  as  the  lower  unboiled  half  makes  a  contrast  with  the 
upper  boiled  half,  and  the  merest  trace  of  coagulated  albumin 
can  be  detected  by  comparison.  Another  way  is  to  have  the 
urine  in  two  similar  test  tubes,  to  boil  one  and  keep  the  other 
for  comparison.     The  coagulum  of  cloud  that  forms  should 


always  be  verified,  as  often  there  is  a  precipitate  of  earthy 
phosphates,  carbonates  or  nucleo-protein  produced  by  boiling 
which  may  easily  be  mistaken  for  albumin.  The  distinction  is 
made  by  adding  a  few  more  drops  of  acetic  acid,  when  phos- 
phates and  carbonates  (the  latter  with  brisk  effervescence)  are 
immediately  dissolved  while  albumin  and  nucleo-protein 
remain  insoluble.  Now  add  one  drop  of  strong  nitric  acid : 
the  cloud,  if  due  to  nucleo-protein,  will  disappear,  if  due  to 
albumin  will  persist. 

C.  B.  (3/12). — Worms  in  furniture. — A  preparation  which 
appears  to  satisfy  all  the  conditions  met  with  in  treating 
antique  or  valuable  woodwork  is  that  made  according  to  the 
following  formula  of  the  late  Professor  Lefroy :  — 

Orthodichlorbenzene  . .       . .       . .  91 

Castile  soap    . .       . .       . .       . .       . .  7 

Cedarwood  oil  2 

This  mixture  is  stated  not  to  discolour  even  light-coloured 
wood :  it  is  not  highly  inflammable  nor  dangerous  to  use,  and 
its  odour  is  not  objectionable.  All  wood  before  treatment  must 
be  thoroughly  dusted  and  the  insecticide  carefully  applied, 
particular  care  being  taken  that  no  crevices  or  joints  are  over- 
looked. The  control  of  death-watch  or  furniture  beetles  is 
dependent  on  the  thoroughness  with  which  the  insecticide  is 
applied  and  can  best  be  secured  by  periodic  treatment. 
Another  formula  which  was  at  one  time  advocated  by  Lefroy 
is :  —

To  this  a  volatile  poison  such  as  dichlorbenzene  should  be 
added.     One'  of  the  last  formulas  to  be  recommended  by

/.  S.  (9/12). — Spirit  writing. — Without  further  details  it 
is  difficult  to  say  exactly  how  the  trick  was  performed,  but 
we  are  of  opinion  that  the  writing  must  be  produced  either  by 
heat  or  by  exposure  to  light  and  air.  In  the  former  case  the 
writing  was  probably  done  with  a  solution  of  cobalt  chloride 
1  drachm  in  1  oz.  of  distilled  water,  the  heat  being  produced 
by  rubbing  the  test  tube.  If  the  writing  appeared  on  exposure 
to  air,  it  was  probably  done  b}'  a  solution  of  silver  nitrate  in 
distilled  water.

The  Progress  of  Science 

It  has  become  impossible  for  any  man  to  keep  pace  with 
the  progress  of  the  whole  of  any  important  branch  of  science. 
If  he  were  to  attempt  to  do  so  his  mental  faculties  would  be 
crushed  by  the  multitudes  of  journals  and  of  voluminous 
monographs  which  a  too  fertile  press  casts  upon  him.  This 
was  not  the  case  in  my  young  days.  A  diligent  reader  might 
then  keep  himself  fairly  informed  of  all  that  was  going  on, 
without  robbing  himself  of  leisure  for  original  work,  and 
without  demoralising  his  faculties  by  the  accumulation  of  un- 
assimilated  information.  It  looks  as  if  the  scientific,  like  other, 
revolutions  meant  to  devour  its  own  children.  ...  It  appears 
to  me  that  the  only  defence  against  this  tendency  to  the 
degeneration  of  scientific  workers  lies  in  the  organisation  and 
extension  of  scientific  education  in  such  a  manner  as  to  secure 
breadth  of  culture  without  superficiality  ;  and,  on  the  other 
hand,  depth  and  precision  of  knowledge  without  narrowness.

THE  SELLING  PRICES  in  this  List  are  based  on  the  given  cost  and 
calculated  for  the  quantities  specified,  the  total  oncost  for  that  turn- 
over being  then  added,  together  with  the  net  profit,  to  the  nearest 
figure.  In  case  of  fractions  the  prices  are  rounded  up  or  down 
to  the  most  suitable  figure.  As  in  arriving  at  the  prices  allowance 
has  been  made  for  variations  in  specific  gravity,  liquids  should  be 
sold  by  fluid  measure  and  solids  by  weight. 

INTERMEDIATE  QUANTITIES  should  be  calculated  on  the 
lower  figure  until  midway  is  passed,  then  on  the  higher  figure.  The 
range  of  the  quantities  quoted  in  the  List  may  be  increased  as 
follows  :  For  one  pint  add  one-fourth  to  the  16  oz.  selling  price. 
The  gallon  price  for  oils  is  obtained  by  dividing  the  cwt.  price 
by  6;  for  7-lb.  sales  multiply  the  lb.  cost  by  10;  for  14-lb.  by  20; 
and  for  28-lb.  by  38.  For  intermediate  drachm  prices  divide 
1-oz.  quotations  by  7  and  multiply  by  the  number  of  drachms 
required.  To  obtain  the  grain  prices  divide  the  drachm  selling 
price  by  50. 

ADJUSTING  PRICES— While  standard  wholesale  prices  are  used 
as  the  starting  point  for  calculating  the  retail  prices,  it  may  be  desired 
to  adjust  the  selling  price  for  variations  in  cost.  This 
may  be  effected  by  the  following  simplified  method  :  To 
obtain  the  lb.  selling  price  add  half  to  the  cost  price 
(yielding  33£  per  cent,  on  return);  for  the  4»oz. 
selling  price  divide  the  lb.  cost  by  10  and  multiply 
by  4  (yielding  37.5  per  cent.);  for  the  1-oz.  selling 
price  divide  the  lb.  cost  by  9  (yielding  43.75  per 
cent.).  This  method  also  applies  to  lozenges  and 
pastilles  which  remain  at  a  firm  cost  price. 
DISPENSING  CHARGES.— The  two  systems  given 
(p.  2)  are  based  on  a  special  investigation  and  should 
be  used  for  all  dispensing  other  than  contract  work. 
When  the  Rapid  Method  is  employed  the  Edinburgh 
private  mark  MELBORACIS  should  be  used.  In 
the  case  of  a  prescription  containing  one  or  more 
ingredients  of  an  expensive  nature  the  Costing  Method 
is  used  and  the  mark  "  C.  &  D."  only  ought  then 
to  be  indicated  beneath  the  chemist's  stamp. 
MONTHLY  CHANGES— Important  changes  in 
prices  occurring  between  the  quarterly  issues  of  this 
List  are  notified  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist. 
Subscribers  are  recommended  to  carry  out  these 
alterations  in  ink  as  they  are  published,  and  so  keep 
the  quarterly  List  up  to  date.

F.  Dangerous  Drugs  Acts,  1920  to  1932.  "  Ex  F  "  denotes  that 
the  preparation  is  exempted  by  Regulation. 
PRICE  LIST  FORMULARY  ("P.L.F.")-For  the 
many  unofficial  preparations  in  active  sale  for  which  no 
standard  formulas  exist  a  special  formulary  has  been 
compiled  from  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas,"  "  Veterin- 
ary Counter  Practice  "  and  other  C.  &  D.  publications. 
The  cost  and  retail  prices  are  given  in  this  List 
and  alterations  made  each  month  where  changes  in  cost 
of  ingredients  make  this  necessary.  The  Price  List 
Formulary  is  published  at  2s.  6d.  post  free. 

DRUG  INDEX— This  C.  &  D.  feature  furnishes  a 
comparative  figure  of  the  cost  of  drugs  and  appliances 
in  1913  and  the  present  time.  It  is  an  important  factor 
in  accounting  for  the  differences  in  retail  charges 
now  and  before  the  war,  and  in  the  valuation  of 
retail  businesses. 

STOCKTAKING  SHEETS— These  sheets  are  used 
in  conjunction  with  this  List,  in  the  annual  stock- 
taking of  drugs  and  chemicals,  and  form  the  simplest 
and  quickest  system  of  stock-taking  for  the  drug-trade. 
The  sheets,  fastened  into  a  pad,  consist  of  the  names 
of  the  articles  printed  on  ruled  paper  in  the  same  order 
as  these  occur  in  the  List,  which  much  facilitates  the 
subsequent  stage  of  pricing  the  stock  from  the  cost 
figures.

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DISPENSED  MEDICINES 

There  are  two  systems  of  charging  for  medicines  dispensed  on  pre- 
scription, as  follows  : — 

I.  RAPID  METHOD.— The  cost  represents  a  definite  proportion  of 
the  charge  and  refers  to  ordinary  drugs  and  chemicals  with  infusions  or 
decoctions.  Tinctures,  syrups,  extracts,  if  prescribed  in  any  quantity, 
require  the  price  adjusting  by  the  list  according  to  Method  2.  The  prices 
quoted  are  exclusive  of  containers.   (See  below.)

Larger  quantities,  or  those  containing  appreciable  amounts  of  tinctures, 
etc.,  should  be  priced  by  Method  2. 


2.  COSTING  METHOD— This  method  is  calculated  on  the  average 
time  taken  for  the  various  operations  involved  in  dispensing,  and  is  based 
on  the  recommendations  in  1915  of  the  Departmental  Committee  on  the 
National  Insurance  Act  Drug  Tariff  and  the  results  obtained  by  numerous 
correspondents.  The  three  components  of  the  price  of  a  prescription  to 
be  added  together  are  as  follows  : — 

A.  The  selling  prices  in  this  list  are  calculated  upon  costing  principles, 
and  form  a  correct  basis  for  obtaining  the  cost  of  the  ingredients  of  a  prescrip- 
tion. For  finding  the  price  of  drachm  quantities  other  than  those  quoted  in 
the  list,  the  rule  that  should  be  adopted  is  to  divide  the  ounce  quantity  by 
seven  and  multiply  the  figures  obtained  by  the  number  of  drachms  required. 

B.  Prices  of  containers  are  given  in  the  list.   (See  below.) 

C.  Special  "  oncost "  included  in  the  terms  "  time  "  and  "  labour  "  to 
perform  the  work,  and  the  special  establishment  charges  of  the  dispen- 
sary above  and  beyond  that  already  included  in  the  distribution  "  oncost." 

Modem  medical  treatment  sometimes  requires  forms  of  medication 
needing  long  periods  of  time  in  their  preparation.  No  standard  fee  can 
be  laid  down  since  time,  the  guiding  factor,  is  unknown  until  the  prescription 
is  completed.  A  basic  figure  covering  time  with  its  essential  oncost  and 
actual  labour  may  be  calculated  on  a  rate  of  60d.per  hour  or  portionsthereof 
in  making  up  the  final  professional  charge.

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HINTS  ON  STOCKTAKING 

Departmentalisinc  a  complex  business  like  that  of  a  chemist  and  druggist 
is  the  simplest  way  to  control  incoming  and  outgoing  goods,  and  to  gain  an 
understanding  of  prices  to  be  charged  for  the  purpose  of  yielding  suitable 
profits.  Since  stocktaking  is  the  only  safe  way  of  knowing  the  movement 
of  a  business  up  or  down,  it  follows  that  anything  simplifying  the  operation 
of  stocktaking  possesses  economic  value.  Writing  down  a  few  thousand 
names  is  the  most  thankless  and  time-wasting  proposition  a  business  man 
can  devise.  Stocktaking  sheets,  where  75  per  cent,  of  the  work  required 
has  been  done,  must  of  necessity  possess  a  commensurate  value  equal  to  the 
time  and  labour  saved.  The  C.  &  D.  Retail  Price  List  is  compiled  on 
sectional  or  departmental  lines ;  it  corresponds  with  the  method  of  the 
Stocktaking  Sheets,  and  provides  a  further  step  in  simplifying  the  labours 
of  stocktaking.  Stock  means  goods  that  are  for  sale.  Fixtures  are  items 
for  the  capital  account  and  are  valued  separately.  Before  taking  stock, 
arrange  things  so  far  as  possible  for  estimating  numbers  and  quantity.  The 
C.  &  D.  Stocktaking  Pad,  which  sells  at  2s.  6d.,  is  arranged  in  sections, 
and  the  pricing  arrangement  is  on  a  progressive  basis  to  the  final  amount. 
The  best  way  to  use  the  stocktaking  sheets  is  for  one  person  to  call  out  the 
quantity  of  the  drug  or  chemical  and  for  another  assistant  to  enter  this  in 
the  appropriate  position  on  the  stocktaking  sheets,  and  if  costs  or  prices 
are  available  at  the  time  of  entry  of  the  quantity  of  the  article,  such  amount 
should  always  be  inserted  at  the  same  time.  The  sections  or  departments 
should  have  the  stock  taken  separately,  as  the  mind  working  on  one  section 
rhythmically  reaches  the  end  with  the  least  expenditure  of  energy. 

PRICING  :  The  quantity-price  should  be  that  which  is  usually  bought  at 
reasonable  intervals  or  used  in  dispensing,  the  aim  in  business  being  to  turn 
stock  over  quickly,  at  least  five  to  six  times  a  year.  The  arrangement  of 
the  items  in  the  Stocktaking  Sheets  corresponds  with  the  C.  &  D.  Retail 
Price  List,  and  the  prices  in  the  latter  are  those  current  at  the  time  of  issue. 
When  the  stocktaking  is  finished,  extend  the  cost  by  means  of  the  C.  &  D. 
Retail  Price  List  and  transfer  the  total  of  each  section  to  the  specially  ruled 
sheet  for  the  summary  provided  at  the  end  of  the  pad.  Where  articles  are 
in  bulk  and  a  lb.  price  is  given,  subdivide  or  multiply  as  the  case  may  need. 
Where  syrups  or  glycerin  are  taken  by  volume,  divide  the  lb.  cost  by  12 
to  get  the  fluid  ounce  cost.  In  the  case  of  tinctures  or  spirits,  where  a  lb. 
cost  is  given,  divide  the  cost  by  18  in  order  to  get  the  price  of  a  fluid  ounce. 
The  method  is  not  uniformly  accurate,  but  the  margin  of  error  is  negligible. 
Where  ounce  cost  is  given,  divide  by  7  in  order  to  get  drachm  price.  Where 
drachm  cost  is  given,  divide  by  50  in  order  to  get  the  grain  price.  Stock 
lines  other  than  drugs  are  set  out  where  a  common  basis  can  be  given.  They 
are  best  arranged  and  grouped  according  to  cost  :  100  lines  at  x  :  and  so  on, 
but  this  presupposes  that  the  stock  is  arranged  in  an  orderly  manner.  Space 
is  provided  for  such  lines  for  which  the  details  are  not  common  to  all 
businesses.  Standardising  stock  lines  in  a  chemist's  business  is  extremely 
difficult,  but  much  can  be  done  to  ease  the  burden  of  stocktaking  if  the  idea 
of  standardisation  is  practised  wherever  possible. 
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
